FURTHER  PROGRESS  IS  MADE 

SOUTH  OF  AILETTE  RIVER 


Enemy  Vents  Spite  on  Town  of  Rheims,  Throw- 
ing in  Two  Thousand  Shells  and 
Killing  Civilians— British 
Make  Gains 


PARIS,  April  3.— A  series  of  power- 
fully organized  points  of  support  held 
by  large  German  forces  and  about 
eight  miles  in  extent  have  been  cap- 
tured by  the  French  south  of  St. 
Quentln.  Various  villages  and  heights 
fell   into   the   hands   of   the  French. 

The  official  communication  announc- 
ing this  latest  successful  operation  re- 
ports that  Rheims  has  been  violently 
bombarded  by  the  Germans,  more  than 
8,000  shells  having  been  thrown  into 
It,  resulting  In  some  casualties  to  tha 
civilian  population.  The  communica- 
tion reads:  ( 

"Bast  and  west  of  the  Homme,  after 
violent  artillery  preparation,  our  troops 
attacked  an  enemy  position  which  ex- 
tended along  the  line  of  Clastres,  Ea- 
afgny  and  Benny,  from  L'Kpine  de  Dal- 
lon  as  far  as  the  Oise.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  stubborn  resistance  of  the 
enemy  our  troops  everywhere  reached 
their  objective  and  occupied  on  a  front 
of  about  thirteen  kilometres  a  series  of 
points  of  support,  strongly  organlxed 
and  held  by  large  forces.  L'Eplne  de 
Dallon  and  the  villages  of  Dallon,  Glf- 
fecourt  and  Cerlzy  and  several  heights 
south  of  Urvlllers  are  in  our  bands. 
Progress    Further    South 

"South  of  the  Ailette  River  we  con- 
tinued to  progress  in  the  region  of  Laf- 
faux,  the  southern  and  northeastern 
outskirts   of   which   we   hold. 

"Our  troops  likewise  captured  Vau- 
veny  and  have  secured  a  footing  on  tha 
ridge  north  of  that  hamlet.  Our  bat- 
teries took  under  their  fire  a  German 
column  marching  in  the  direction  of 
Laffaux  mill. 

"The  enemy  violently  bombarded  the 
town  of  Rheims,  into  which  they  show- 
ered mora  than  8,000  shells.

"From  the  Homme  to  the  Aisne  there 
were  intermittent  artillery  actions. 
Patrol  encounters  took  place  north  and 
south  of  the  Alllette  River.  We  cap- 
tured six  machine  guns  during  the 
fighting  yesterday  in  the  region  of 
Vauxiiillon.

British  Gains 

LONDON,   April   8.— Prolonged     fight- 


ing for  the  village  of  Henln-sur-CoJeul, 
southeast  of  Arras,  has  ended  in  tha 
capture  of  the  place  by  the  British, 
according  to  the  official  British  report 
from  headquarters  in  France  tonight. 
Malssemy,  northwest  of  St.  Quentln, 
and  Ronssoy  wood,  further  to  the 
north,  also  have  been  occupied.  The 
statement  says: 

"In  the  course  of  a  successful  attack 
yesterday  southeast  of  Arras,  our 
troops,  after  prolonged  fighting,  carried 
the  village  of  Henln-sur-Cojeul,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  villages  already  reported 
captured.  During  the  evening  a  second 
German  counter-attack  was  broken  up 
by  our  artillery.  (The  other  villages 
mentioned  in  Monday's  official  state- 
ment were  Doignies,  Louverval,  Nore- 
uil,  Longatte,  Ecouat-St.-Meln  and 
Croisllles).  - 

"Farther  south  we  also  captured  tha 
village  of  Malssemy  and  occupied 
Ronssoy  wood.  We  carried  out  a  suc- 
cessful raid  last  night  opposite  Arras. 

"Two  German  airplanes  were  brought 
down  by  our  gun  fire  yesterday,  one  of 
which  fell  in  our  lines.  In  air  fight- 
ing four  German  machines  were  brought 
down  and  two  others  driven  down 
damaged.  Six  of  our  machines  are 
missing." 

Enemy   Battalion   Buff  era 

WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
FRANCE,  April  S. — An  entire  German 
battalion,  massing  for  an  attack 
against  the  advancing  British  forces 
east  of  Templeux  was  mangled  by 
British  artillery. 

The  British  forces  continued  their 
progress'  in  the  neighborhood  of  St. 
Quentln  despite  a  sudden  flare  back  of 
wintry    weather. 

Dawn  today  saw  eight  inches  ,  of 
snow  and  a  high  wind,  which  piled 
drifts  Ave  feet  deep  tn  some  places. 
Fair  weather  succeeded  about  noon, 
with  such  a  rise  in  the  temperature 
that  the  thaw  was  Immediate.  The  re- 
sulting mud  and  cose  made  progress 
difficult. 

Tlghtlng   in   Blisiard 

LONDON,  April  8. — Despite  a  heavy 
blizzard  which  raged  during  the  night, 
further  progress  was  made  by  the 
British  forces,  says  Reuter's*  cor- 
respondent in  a  dlspatoh  from  British 
headquarters  in  France.  Henln-sur- 
Cojeul,  five  miles  southeast  of  Arras, 
has  been  cleared  of  the  enemy,  giving 
the  British  possession  of  the  line  run- 
ning almost  straight  from  Beauralns 
to  the  A  miens-Cam  bral  road  near 
Beaumetz.  British  troops  occupied  the 
village  of  Malssemy,  northwest  of  St. 
Quentln,  while  a  German  counter-at- 
tack against  Templeux-le-Guerade  was 
repulsed  with    heavy  casualties. 


LONDON,  April  «.— Among-  the  promi- 
nent men  whose  opinions  on  Preaident 
Wlleon'a  addreaa  are  printed  there  are 
those  of  William  F.  afaseey,  premier  of 
New  Zealand,  and  Sir  Edward  Morris, 
premier  of  Newfoundland.  Both  are  en- 
thusiastic over  the  advantage*  tha  Entente 
will  derive  from  America's  entrance  Into 
the    war.

WILL  CONTINUE 


German  Officials  Say  No  Dif- 
ference Will  Be  Made  by  Am- 
merican  Action  —  Talk  of 
Protest  to  Neutrals. 


BERLIN,  April  8. — The  press  report 
Of  President  Wilson's  "state  of  war" 
message  reached  Berlin  at  10  o'clock 
this  morning-.  It  Is  declared  here  that 
there  will  be  no  chancre  in  the  German 
attitude,  even  if  Congress  adopts  Presi- 
dent Wilson's  views.  Germany  will  not 
declare  war  nor  take  any  step  to  wage 
War  against  the  United  States. 

The  submarine  war  will  be  continued 
as  it  has  been  conducted  since  February 
1,  but  this,  declare  the  officials.  Is  not 
directed  more  against  the  United  States 
than  any  other  neutral. 

It  is  also  declared  that  there  will  be 
DO  change  in  the  treatment  of  American 
cltlsens  in  Germany,  who  have  now  the 
same  freedom  as  all  other  neutrals,  but 
Germany  expects  that  the  United  States 
will  continue  the  same  treatment  of 
Germans  in  that  country. 

■op a  to  Tntnsnoo  Mautrals 

LONDON,  April  8.— An  Kxchange 
Telegraph  dtspatch  from  Amsterdam 
aays  it  ia  reported  there  from  Berlin 
that  the  German  Government  contem- 
plates sending  to  all  neutrals  a  protest 
against  the  expected  American  declara- 
tion that  a  state  of  war  exists  with  Ger- 
many. It  is  hoped  In  Germany,  the  dis- 
patch adds,  that  the  protest  will  influ- 
ence South  American  republics,  as  It  will 
denounce  Preaident  Wilson's  policy  aa 
perilous  to  the  neutrality  of  the  repub- 
lics of  Central  and  South  America. 


Germany,  Bulgaria  and  Tur- 
key Quite"  Agreeable  to 
Count  Czemin's  Proposal  to 
Consider  Peace  Question. 


LONDON,  April  3.— Only  once  since 
the  beginning  of  the  Somme  battle  have 
the  monthly  losses  of  airplanes  on  the

LONDON,  April  3.— The  Berlin  Lokal 
Anseiger's  article  concerning  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Austro-Hungarlan  Foreign 
Minister  that  a  peace  conference  be 
held  by  the  belligerents,  as  reproduced 
by  The,  Rhelnlsche  Westfallsche 
Zeltung,  of  E?ssen,  a  copy  of  which  has 
been  received  here,  aays: 

"The  standpoint  taken  by  the  Berlin 
and  Vienna  governments  is  shared  also. 
It  need  hardly  be  said,  by  the  govern- 
ing circles  In  Bulgaria  and  Constant- 
inople, s>nd  shortly  will  be  given  fresh 
Impetus  by  a  visit  to  Germany  of  a 
highly  placed  personage  from  the  Dual 
Monarchy. 

"More  unbroken  and  more  firmly  we 
stand  on  all  fronts  and  more  conscious 
do  we  feel  of  our  power  to  resist  to  the 
end.  Better  are  we  able  with  head 
erect  to  offer  our  enemies  a  peace  worth 
while  for  all  parties  for  the  Immense 
sacrifices  they   have  made  In  this  war. 

"Should  our  enemies  now  show  them- 
selves unwilling  to  grasp  this  oppor- 
tunity for  preparing  to  end  the  blood, 
shed  and  for  restoring  peace  to  the 
peoples  of  Europe  they  will  act  on 
their  own  responsibility.  We  are  pre- 
pared to  continue  to  hold  out  On  that 
there  Is  only  one  opinion  In  our  quad- 
ruple alliance."

BERLIN.  April  3. — The  proposal  of 
Count  von  Caerln,  the  Austrian  Foreign 
Minister,  that  a  peace  conference  be 
held  by  the  belligerents  without  re- 
quiring the  cassation  of  hostilities  ap- 
parently represents  the  atltud*  of  all 
the  Centra]  governments.  Count 
C serin's  proposal  not  only  was  sanc- 
tioned by  Austria  and  her  allies,  but 
will  be  formally  approved  shortly  at  a 
conference  of  high  personages  at  Berlin 
I,  representing  the  several  countries. 


In  giving  his  hearty  approval  to  the 
bill  to  amend  the  Provincial  Elections 
Act  to  provide  for  making  effective 
the  result  of  the  recent  vote  on  the 
women's  suffrage  referendum  submit- 
ted by  the  late-  Government,  Mr.  w.  J. 
Bowser,  leader  of  the  opposition,  in 
the  Legislature  yesterday  afternoon 
suggested  that  provision  should  Im- 
mediately be  made  to  enable  women  to 
be  appointed  commissioners  for  taking 
affidavits  so  that  they  might  be  prop- 
erly equipped  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  registration  of  members  of  their 
owfl  sex  as  voters.  He  also  suggested 
that  the  first  registration  should  be 
open  until  a  later  date  than  that  set 
forth  in  the  bill,  until  the  fifth  Mon- 
day in  April,  so  that  ample  time  would 
be  given  after  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
Which  had  been  somewhat  delayed  in 
the  House,  and  he  agreed  with  the  At- 
torney-General that  the  second  Mon- 
day in  May  would  provide  this  addi- 
tional time  required. 

Attorney-General  Macdonald  stated 
that  such  changes  In  the  bill  now  be- 
fore the  House   would  be  provided   for. 

Mr.  Bowser  said  there  was  one  sec- 
tion he  did  not  understand,  it  provid- 
ed that  "corporate  bodies"  should  be 
included  among  tlio.se  eligible  to  vote. 
"Surely  this  does  not  mean  that  the 
i  Government  proposes  to  give  the  vote 
to  corporate  bodies.  There  Is  some 
provision  in  the  Municipal  Act  under 
which  corporations  may  vote  on  money- 
by-laws,  but  surely  this  moral  reform 
institution  that  I  see  facing' me  Is  not 
going  to  give  the  vote  to  corporations. 
If  It  did  that  would  mean  that  perhaps 
150  Chinese  corporations  in  Victoria 
would  be  able  to  come  up  and  vote  for 
my  honorable  friend,  the  Attorney- 
General." 

Universal  Approval 

The  bill  did  not  require  much  dis- 
cussion, as  the  proposal  to  make  ef- 
fective the  woman  suffrage  plan  un- 
doubtedly met  with  the  approval  of 
both  Bides  of  the  House,  as  well  as  of 
the  people  of  the  country,  whose  senti- 
ments had  been  shown  by  the  vote  on 
the  suffrage  referendum.  Criticisms 
had  been  offered  of  the  Conservatives 
in  this  matter  and  the  Liberals  had 
taken  to  themselves  the  full  credit  for 
being  In  favor  of  woman  suffrage.  It 
was  the  fact  that  woman  suffrage 
had  not  been  a  plank  In  the  Conserva- 
tive platform  and  most  of  the  Con- 
servatives In  the  House  had  voted 
against  it  when  suffrage  bills  had  been 
Introduced.  He  himself  had  voted 
against  It,  because  he  and  other  Con- 
servatives had  not  then  believed  that 
the  time  was  ripe.  But  their  views 
had  changed,  particularly  because  of 
the  noble  part  the  women  had  played 
in  the  war. 

At  the  time  the  Conservative  ad- 
ministration had  last  session  introduc- 
ed the  woman  suffrage  referendum  It 
had  realised  that  a  change  had  come 
over  the  people  of  the  Province,  in- 
cluding the  members  on  the  Govern- 
ment side  of  the  House,  and  It  had 
been  felt  that  the  result  was  a  fore- 
gone conclusion.  He  considered  thst 
the  vote  on  the  referendum  was  a 
well-deserved  compliment  to  the  women 
and  to  the  manner  In  which  they  had 
conducted  their  campaign  for  tha 
franchise. 

"During  the  election  we  heard  the 
Old  stereotyped  criticism  that  the  In- 
troduction of  the  referendum  was  a 
deathbed  repentance,"  continued  Mr. 
Bowser.  "In  this  connection  all  I 
need  say  Is  that  our  courae  was  con- 
sistent, we  felt  that  there  was  a  de- 
mand for  the  extension  of  the  suffrage 
and  that  the  proper  courae  was  to 
place  the  Issue  before  the  people  for 
their  decision."

WASHINGTON,  April  3.— War  plans, 
military,  economic  and  financial,  for 
aggressive  hostilities  against  Ger- 
many were  rushed  forward  today  by 
the  administrative  branch  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  only  await  action  by 
Congress  on  the  war  resolution  to  be 
put  Into  execution. 

Enactment  of  the  resolution  not  later 
than  Thursday  was  confidently  forecast 
at  the  capital  after  a  delay  of  24  hours 
had  been  caused  in  the  Senate  by  Sen- 
ator Lafollette's  objection  to  Its  Im- 
mediate consideration.  Debate  will  be- 
gin In  both  HouseB  tomorrow  with  ac- 
tion before  adjournment  probable.  Sen- 
timent In  favor  of  the  resolution  is 
almost  unanimous  and  the  only  ques- 
tion Is  how  much  time  shall  be  devot- 
ed  to  speech  making. 

War  Vlans  Considered 

President  Wilson  and  his  Cabinet 
went  over  the  war  plans  at  a  two-hour 
session,  and  previously  the  national 
defence  council,  with  Its  civilian  ad- 
visory committee,  developed  policies 
and  details  of  momentous  consequence 
to  the  nation. 

Meanwhile  the  War  and  Navy  De- 
partments were  going  ahead  with  the 
most  important  preparations  for  de- 
fence. Already  the  navy  has  taken 
steps  to  insure  co-operation  between 
the  American  fleet  and  those  of  the 
Entente  Allies,  to  become  effective 
upon  the  formal  entry  of  the  United 
States  Into  the  war.  The  most  im- 
portant plans  under  consideration  by 
the  administration   include: 

Enlistment  by  selective  conscription 
of  young  men  for  a  national  army  in 
addition  to  the  regular  establishment 
and  National  Guard,  In  Increments  of 
600,000,  until  enough  have  been  train- 
ed to  make  certain  the  defeat  of  Ger- 
many. 

Organisation  of  the  nation's  commer- 
cial Interests  for  economical  and  ef- 
fective distribution  of  commodities 
among  the  civilian  population. 
-  Rapid  pTPvhrlow  a*»  adeajwate  means 
for  combatting   the  submarine  menace. 

The  raising  of  a  very  large  sum  of 
money,  as  much  sb  possible  to  be  ob- 
tained by  taxation,  and  the  definite 
amount  of  the  first  budget  not  to  be 
fixed  until  the  exact  needs  of  the  army 
find  navy  of  the  Entente  Allies  are 
ascertained. 

Army    Supplies 

Purchase  of  supplies  and  equipment 
of  all  kinds  for  the  army  under  a  pro- 
vision of  law  which  allows  the  Secret 
tary  of  War  to  fix  a  "reasonable 
price." 

Division  of  the  young  men  of  the 
country  into  service  classes,  those 
needed  more  In  Industries  than  In  the 
army  or,  navy  to  receive  Insignia  show- 
ing they  are  performing  duty  equiva- 
lent to  fighting. 

Most  of  these  plans  Will  require  the 
authorization  of  Congress,  but  from 
opinions  expressed  at  the  capltol  Is 
believed  that  once  the  war  resolution 
is  adopted  further  legislation  to  em- 
power the  executive  branch  to  go  full 
speed  ahead  will  follow  quickly.  There 
is  every  indication  that  the  nation, 
through  Its  representatives,  will  fol- 
low out  President  Wilson's  words  to 
Congress  and  "exert  all  its  power  and 
employ  all  Us  resources  to  bring  the 
Government  of  the  German  Empire  to 
terms  and  end  the  war." 

Dealing;    With    Resolution 

The  way  was  cleared  on  both  sides  of 
the  capltol  today  for  prompt  enactment  of 
the  Administration  resolution  declaring 
that  a  state  of  war  exists  with  Germany, 
and  directing  the  President  to  prosecute 
war  with  all  the  nations  resources  to  a 
successful    termination. 

Balked  by  Senator  Lafollette  In  th«lr 
effort  to  have  the  resolution  taken  <:p  im- 
mediately after  It  had  been  reported  from 
the  Foreign  Relatione  Committee,  Senate 
leaders  decided  to  begin  tomorrow  morning 
at  ten  o'clock  a  session  to  continue  until 
a  vote  is  taken.  letters  signed  by  Sena- 
tors Martin  and  Galllnger.  respectively  the 
Democratic  and  Republican  leaders,  went 
to  each  Senator  tonight  announcing  the 
plan    for   a   continued    session. 

If  the  leaders  can  hold  a  quorum,  as 
they  were  able  to  do  In  the  closing  hours 
of  the  last  session  on  the  armed  neutral- 
ity bill.  It  Is  probable  that  there  will  be 
action  late  tomorrow  night  or  Thursday 
morning.  It  is  not  expected  that  there 
will  be  any  attempt  to  filibuster,  but  no 
one  knew  tonight  how  many  senators 
would   speak. 

May    Decide    by    Tonight 

Adoption  of  the  resolution  by  the  House 
by  tomorrow  night  la  predicted  by  the 
Foreign  Affairs  Committee.  The  commit- 
tee will  meet  In  the  morning,  and  It  la  ex- 
pected to  report  back  quickly  the  resolu- 
tion as  approved  today  by  the  senate  com- 
mittee. A  special  rule  will  probably  be 
asked  by  the  rules  committee  to  expedite 
the  resolution  regardless  of  Its  progress  in 
the  Senate.  Sentiment  on  the  House  side 
Is  almost  unanimously  In  favor  of  the 
measure. 

Senators  who  have  looked  over  tha 
situation  believe  that  if  friends  of  the  reso- 
lution can  be  prevented  from  consuming 
time  In  speech-making  a  vote  In  the  Sen- 
ate may  not  be  delayed  many  bourn.  They 
expect  few  votes  agalsst  It.  and  sot  many 
speeches  In  opposition.  Republicans  in 
close  touch  with  the  situation  believe  that 
Senators  Lafollatte.  Gronna  and  Norrls  on 
the  Republican  aide  will  speak  and  vote 
against  the  resolution,  and  that  tbey  will 
be 'Joined  by  Senators  Btone  and  Klrby  on 
the    Democratic   side.

LONDON,  April  I.— Col  H.  A.  Bruce, 
of  Toronto,  who  recently  returned  to 
France  from  Canada  to  take  up  bis  naw 
appointment  of  consuMr.*-  "surgeon  In 
the  British  army  medical  corps,  haa 
been  gasetted  ft  colonel  to  the  medicals. 


'WASHINGTON,  April  3.— The  signifi- 
cance of  President  Wilson's  warning  of 
Qerman  spies,  "even  In  our  offices  of 
Government."  became  apparent  today 
when  it  was  learned  that  on  several  oc- 
casions trails  of  the  German  secret  ser- 
vice have  been  discovered  within  some 
of  the  most  closely  guarded  precincts 
of  the  executive   departments. 

Although  officials  do  not  believe  that 
access  has  been  gained  by  the  foreign 
agents  to  any  information  of  great  im- 
portance, they  are  convinced  that  not 
even  the  State  Department  has  been 
free  from  invasion.  No  evidence  on 
which  prosecutions  can  be  based  has 
been  found.  It  la  said,  but  enough  has 
been    revealed   to   prompt   precautions. 

In  his  address  to  Congress  last  night, 
the  President  laid  particular  stress  on 
the  activities  of  German  spies,  and  a 
stringent  spy  law  will  be  one  of  the 
flrBt  war  measures  requested  of  Con- 
gress by  the  Administration.  At  the  last 
session  an  espionage  bill  was  passed  by 
the  Senate,  but  failed  to  reach  a  vote  in 
the  House.  . 

Since  the  war  began,  the  Justice  De- 
portment's bureau  of  investigation, 
charged  with  the  prosecution  of  foreign 
agents  as  disloyal  citizens,  has  been  en- 
larged several  times.  It  now  Is  expect- 
to  be  given  much  wider  facilities  and 
powers,  .ind  to  become  an  increasing 
important  part  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment.

LONDON,  April  3— Major  W.  B. 
Evans,  while  In  command  of  his  bat- 
talion, Is  gazetted  to  rank  as  a  lieuten- 
ant-colonel; Major  C  F.  Ritchie,  in  the 
same  circumstances,  Is  to  hold  the  rank 
of  acting  lieutenant-colonel.

Government  Actively  Engaged 
in  Improving  Organization 
— War  Council  on  British 
Model  to  Be  Formed. 


RUSSIAN  GENERAL  HEADQUAR- 
TERS, April  2,  via  London,  April  8.— 
Having  satisfied  himself  during  his  re- 
cant visit  to  the  northern  front  that  the 
condition  of  the  army  In  the  field  gave 
no  immediate  cause  for  anxiety,  and 
that  the  spirit  of  the  new  regime  was 
being  implanted  without  a  breakdown  in 
discipline  or  efficiency  among  the  troops, 
the  Minister  of  War,  Gen.  Guchkoff,  lost 
no  time  In  going  to  general  headquar- 
ters In  order  to  settle  the  main  question 
of  Russia's  new  military  organization. 

The  first  thing  that  engaged  the  at- 
tention of  the  Provisional  Government 
was  to  introduce  closer  co-operation  be- 
tween the  general  headquarters  and  the 
Government.  While  Nicholas  II  was 
generalissimo  the  link  that  existed  be- 
tween the  army  and  the  country  was  a 
very  Insufficient  link,  owing  to  the  in- 
competency of  the  old  Government  in 
Petrograd.  which  led  to  a  breakdown  in 
the  transport  of  food  and  supply  ser- 
vices. The  disappearance  of  the  Czar 
removed  even   this  vestige. 

It  had  been  decided  to  adopt  the  Brit- 
ish model.  A  war  council  will  be 
formed,  consisting  of  Oeti  Guchkoff,  the 
Prime  Minister,  Prince  Lvoff,  and  the 
Ministers  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Finance, 
Agriculture  and  Railways,  with  Keren- 
sky  as  representative  of  the  Socialists 
In  the  provisional  Government  These 
ministers  arrive  here  today. 

The  mere  fact  that  the  new  organiza- 
tion is  inspired  by  the  examples  of 
Great  Britain  and  France,  and  by  ex- 
perience gained  by  Russia's  Allies,  af- 
fords an  assurance  that  purely  military 
matters  and  the  decisions  of  the  gen- 
eral staff  and  high  commando  will  not 
be  unduly  interfered  with. 

Another  question  of  the  highest  Im- 
portance is  the  Improvement  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  high  command.  Sweeping 
changes  were  necessary  because  the  old 
system  of  promotion  was  based  partly 
on  favoritism  and  partly  on  the  cumber- 
some principle  of  seniority.  The  army 
and  navy  must  have  palpable  evidence 
that  the  change  In  regime  is  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  corresponding  changes  In  the 
personnel  of  the  officers,  as  well  as  the 
Government. 

There  have  been  not  a  few  cases  ot 
summary  dismissal  of  officers  by  the 
combined  vote  of  their  subordinates.  Re* 
g ret  table  as  such  a  procedure  may  ap- 
pear from  a  strictly  disciplinary  point  of 
view  truth  compels  one  to  state  that  in 
almost  every  case  the  opinion  of  the 
men  was  fully  Justified  by  the  circum- 
stances. The  dismissed  officers  were  in- 
variably either  Incompetent  or  reaction- 
ary. In  some  cases  these  boycotts 
have  been  applied  because  the  officers 
bore  German  names.  The  anti-German 
feeling  In  the  army  has  become  strong- 
ly pronounced.

DECISION  IS  WELCOMED 
BY  PEOPLE  OF  BRITAIN 


Alignment  of  United  States  With  Nations  Opposed 

to  German  Barbarism  Heartily  Acclaimed — 

News  of  Event  Stirs  Whole  Country 

to  Unusual  Degree. 


PRESIDENT  GOES  FURTHER 

THAN  OBSERVERS  EXPECTED 


Only  Exception  Taken  Is  That  He  Acquits  German 
People  Too  Readily — Viscount  Bryce  Points 
Out  Ways  in  Which  America's  Action' 
Will' Help  the  Allies. 


LONDON.  April  8—  President  Wil- 
son's message  aligning  the  United 
States  with  the  nations  lighting  against 
Germany  was  warmly  welcomed  and 
unanimously  acclaimed  by  the  British 
people.  They  recognize  that  no  decis- 
ion with  a  welghter  Influence  upon  the 
result  of  world  struggle  has  been 
given  since  Great  Britain,  after  a  few 
days  of  consideration,  resolved  to 
march    with    France.      No    news    of    the 


last  year  haa  so  stirred  the  country 
save  only  on  the  Russian  revolution. 
There  have  been  no  street  demonstra- 
tions or  exhibitions  of  excitement  such 
as  the  first  weeks  of  the  war  saw  in 
London,  because  the  war  has  long 
since  passed  the  state  of  excitement, 
and  Is  regarded  here,  as  In  America, 
as    a    heavy    and    solemnly    borne    duty. 

The  substance  and  tone  of  the  Presi- 
dent's message  was  an  electrifying 
surprise.  The  directness  of  his  in- 
dictment of  the  German  methods  and 
his  wholehearted  statement  of  Ameri- 
ca's duty  to  maintain  her  rights  and 
of  her  duty  to  civilisation  was  more 
than   thr>  public  here  expected. 

Dispatches  from  America  In  the  last 
month  had  represented  the  President 
as  so  reluctant  to  enter  the  war  that 
recommendations  to  Congress  limited 
to  defensive  measures  for  the  protec- 
tion of  American  commerce  would  have 
fulfilled    the    general    expectations. 

Effect  of  Bnsslan  devolution 

That  the  Russian  revolution  did 
much  to  pave  the  way  for  American 
co-operation  with  Germany's  opponents 
and  made  President  Wilson's  policy 
possible,  Is  one  of  the  first  features  of 
the  situation  which  the  newspapers 
seise  upon. 

The  Russian  revolution  lifted  a 
great  load  from  the  minds  of  British 
Liberals,  and  they  enthusiastically  en- 
dorse the  President's  words  concern- 
ing Russia.  Xo  one  here  expects  that 
the  new  Russian  regime  will  be  estab- 
lished without  trouble,  principally  be- 
cause it  has  dealt  with  the  old  and 
Irmly  rooted  bureaucracy  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  officials,  great  and 
small,  whose  interests  are  all  opposed 
to  a  change,  and  who  will  command  all 
the  h«lp  German  Influences  can  give. 
Nevertheless,  the  moral  gain  through 
the  Russian  upheaval  Is  regarded  as 
otitwrighing  the  temporary  handicaps 
to  effective  military  action  while  re- 
construction  Is   under  way. 

The  only  feature  of  President  Wil- 
son's message  that  evokes  dissent  Is 
his  acquittal  of  the  German  people 
from    responsibility      of      the      German 


Government.  Liberal  papers  like  the 
Daily  Chronicle  contend  that  the  Ger- 
man people  have  supported  with  ap- 
parent enthusiasm  such  proceedings  as 
have  been  going  on  In  Belgium  ami 
have  demanded  lis  annexation. 
Lord  Bryce'a  Views 
Replying  to  the  question  of  Associ- 
ated Press  as  to  what  difference  Amer- 
ica's entrance  Into  the  war  would  maku 
to    Europe    now    and    herafter.    Viscount 


Bryce,    the    former    British    Ambassador 
at  Washington,  said  today: 

"I  would  say  that  It  wtll  be  <  f  the 
highest  Importance  in  three  ways,  and 
It  gives  the  keenest  pleasure  to  Amer- 
ica's warmest  friends  here.  First,  it 
must  bring  the  war  to  a  speedier  close, 
not  only  by  the  muterial  aid  In  money 
and  men  and  In  the  supply  of  food  to 
tbe  Allied  countries  which  America  can 
render,  but  also  by  the  moral  effect  her 
participation  will  produce  on  the  Ger- 
man people  and  the  German  armies. 
They  now  see  that  success  has  for 
them  become  impossible.  Demoralis- 
ation must  •  increase  and  resistance 
weaken. 

"Secondly,  America  comes  In  from  no 
selfish  motives,  but  as  the  champion  of 
International  Justice  and  humanity,  out- 
raged by  the  German  methods  of  con- 
ducting the  war.  She  stands  by  '  the 
Allies  In  their  effort  to  vindicate  human 
rights,  to  respect  for  which  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Germans  would  give  a  fatal 
blow. 

In   Cause   of   Freedom 

"Thirdly,  the  world  has  for  nearly  a 
century  and  a  half  known  and  admired 
America  as  a  country  which  haa  pre- 
eminently loved  mid  prized  freedom  and 
given  sympathy  to  all  who  strove  Cor  It. 
She  now  is  rendering  help  of  Incalcul- 
able  value    to   the   cause   of   freedom. 

"President  Wllaon,  in  his  lofty  and 
impressive  address,  worthy  of  the  oc- 
casion that  called  It  forth,  haa  rightly 
dwelt  on  the  fact  that  It  is  tho  Ger- 
man Government  rather  than  the  !  Ger- 
man people  that  Is  responsible  for  the 
scries  of  crimes  committed  on  land  and 
sea  during  this  war.  The  German  peo- 
ple, hitherto  fed  by  their  Government 
upon  lies,  now  will  begin  to  realise  that 
It  Is  the  military  caete  which  dominates 
them  that  has  by  lt«  ruthless  savagery 
roused  against  Germany  the  horror  and 
Indignation  of  the  new  as  well  as  tho 
old  world.  We  now  may  hope  that  they 
will  shake  off  the  yoke  and  bring  them- 
selves, ae  the  Russian  people  have  done. 
Into  the  fellowship  of  those  free  nations 
whose  governments  would  not  dare  to 
perpetrate  such  crimes. 

"Ne\-er  has  a  better  blow  been  struck 
for  democratic  freedom  than  that  which 
America  Ik  now  dealing  to  the  last  of 
despotisms  that  remuin  In   Europe." 


LARGE  SURPLUS 


Finance  Minister  Announces 
That  Total  of  Subscriptions 
Is  $266,748,300— Method 
of  Allotment  Shown, 


OTTAWA,  April  3.— That  the  sub- 
scriptions to  Canada's  victory  war  loan 
totalled  9266,748,300,  of  which  sixty  mil- 
lion dollars  was  received  from  the  char- 
tered banks,  and  118,121,000  represented 
conversions  from  the  1815  war  loan  Is- 
sue, was  the  statement  made  by  Sir 
Thomas  White,  Minister  of  Finance,  to 
night.  Tha  amount  of  debenture  stock 
which  will  be  surrendered  In  payment 
of  subscriptions  is  $5.98.1,000. 

The  number  of  subscriptions  to  the 
loan  exceeds  forty  thousand,  which  is 
over  three  thousand  more  than  in  the 
case  of  the  loan  ot  last  year.  Subscrip- 
tions of  less  than  $2S.000represent  a  to- 
tal of  182.800.000.  Sir  Thomas  con- 
firmed the  previous  announcement  that 
the  subscriptions  of  160.000,000  made 
by  the  chartered  banks  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted, this  helng  unnecessary  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  subscriptions  ex- 
ceed the  $160,000,000  asked  for  by  over 
8100,000.000.  The  allotments  of  subscrip- 
tions will  be  on  the  following  basis: 

First,  $25,000  and  under  will  be  al- 
lotted in  full. 

Second,  from  $25,000  up  to  and  in- 
cluding $100,000.  the  first  25,000  in  full, 
the  remainder  eighty  per  cent. 

Third,  from  $100,000  up  to  and  Includ- 
ing $1,000,000.  the  first  625,000  in  full, 
the  same  as  in  the  second  Item,  the 
remainder  seventy   per  cent. 

Fourth,  in  excess  of  fl.tee.oea,  the 
first  $1,000,000  the  same  as  in  tbe  third 
item,  the  remainder  forty-five  per  cent. 

Sir  Thomas  explained  that  this  will

American  Navy  Likely  to  Be 
•Made  Acquainted  With  the 
'Methods  Used  by  Allies  and 
to  Devise  Others, 


WASHINGTON.  April  8.— All  the 
closely  guarded  secrets  of  the  subma- 
rine catching  developed  by  the  Entente 
navies  are  expected  to  come  Into  pos- 
session of  the  American  navy  now  that 
the  United  states  Is  ready  to  enter  Into 
the  war. 

In  a  general  way  it  Is  known  that  by 
means  <>f  nets,  airplanes,  trawlers  and 
swift  submarine  chasers  the  British 
navy  has  gartered  In  many  German  sub- 
marines— the  estimates  are  placed  in 
some   instances   as   high   ss  300. 

During  the  first  month  of  the  cam- 
paign of  ruthlessness  it  was  reliably  re- 
potted here  that  the  Entente  chasers 
took  twenty  submarines  in  their  bag. 
Aa  the  capacity  of  German  navy  yards 
— now  that  a  standard  of  construction 
hss  been  developed — is  said  to  be  two 
submarines  a  week,  the  suppression  of 
the  campaign  would  come  to  depend 
only  on  development  of  efficiency  In 
submarine  catching. 

American  officials  consider  that  "the 
speedy  development  of  a  submarine  de- 
fence is  the  first  essential  of  the  situs- 
tlon,  and  all  the  genius  and  ability  of 
tha  navy  will  be  devoted  to  this  end. 
They  take  for  granted  that  Germany 
will  net  wait  for  aggressive  action  by 
ths  United  States,  but  will  seek  to  ter- 
rorise America  by  sending  submarine* 
to  bombard  coast  towns  and  raid  ship- 
ping on  this  side  of  tbe  Atlantic.

People  on  Vessels  Sunk  by 
German  Pirates  Sent  Adrift 
on  Stormy  Seas  —  Much 
Suffering  Before  Death, 


NEW  YORK,  April  3. — The  British 
freighter  Trevose,  reported  by  Germany 
as  having  been  sunk,  was  torpedoed 
without  warning  on  March  IS,  and  24 
members  of  her  crew  are  unaccounted 
for,  according  to  offices  of  the  Fabre 
Line  steamship  Venesla,  which  arrived 
here  today  with  five  of  the  Trevose's 
crew. 

The  Venezla  brought  also  19  men 
from  the  British  steamship  Alnwick 
Castle,  already  reported  by  Germany  as 
having  been  sunk  on  March  19.  She  was 
sunk  without  warning. 

The  five  from  the  Trevose  were  res- 
cued by  the  Alnwick  Castle  from  an 
open  boat. 

The  24  men  brought  In  by  the  Vene- 
xia  had  floated  for  four  days  and  four 
nirhts  in  open  boats  before  being  picked 
up.  They  said  that  five  of  their  num- 
ber died  from  exposure  during  this  time. 
Many  of  those  rescued  still  are  suffer- 
ing from  frostbite  and  frozen  limbs. 
Hundred    Murdered 

The  Alnwick  Castle,  they  said,  car- 
ried a  cr.'w  of  100  men  and  24  passen- 
gers. The  British  Admiralty  already 
I  .as  announced  that  10  of  the  persons 
died   and   that  others  were  missing. 

In  the  boat  met  by  the  Venezla  were 
six  of  the  passengers,  Captain  Chave, 
the  ship's  surgeon,  the  engineers,  and 
1?  of  the  crew.  Seven  boats  were 
launched  from  the  Alnwick  Castle,  but 
owing  to  the  strong  gale  blowing  they 
were  soon  separated.  Thus  far,  100  of 
the  124  eouls  aboard  are  unaccounted 
for. 

Survivors  of  the  Trevose  said  that  the 
vessel  was  sunk  early  on  the  morning 
of  the  18th.  the  U  boat  not  being  ulalit- 
ed  by  any  one  on  board,  and  giving  no 
warning. 

The  crew  took  to  the  boats,  which  soon 
drifted  apart.  The  survivors  picked  up 
by  the  Alnwick  Castle  had  been  on  that 
ship  only  a  few  hours  when  she  was  in 
turn  torpedoed. 

The  launching  of  the  Alnwick  Castle's 
boats  was  attended  with  extreme  dan- 
ger and  difficulties,  as  there  was  only 
little  time  to  get  them  loaded  before 
the  ahip  went  down.  A  high  wind  drove 
the  frail  craft  in  various  directions, 
suffering  of  the  passengers  and  crew 
was  described  by  the  survivors  as  ter- 
rible, and  when  the  Venezla  hove  in 
sight  four  days  later  all  were  benumbed 
with  cold  and  so  weakened  by  exposure 
that  they  were  unable  to  assist  their 
rescuers  in  saving  themselves. 

The  Trevose  was  on  her  way  from 
Newcastle,  England,  to  Alexandria, 
Egypt.  She  was  of  3,112  tons  gross 
and  was  built  at  South  Shields,  Eng- 
land, in  1896.  The  Alinwick  Castle.  Brit- 
ish, was  on  a  voyage  from  London  to 
Cape  Town,  Africa.  She  was  owned  by 
the  Union  Castle  Mall  Steamship  Com- 
pany. She  was  of  5,909  tons  gross  and 
was  built  In  Glasgow  In  1901.  The  Tre- 
vose was  owned  by  the  Ilaln  Steamship 
Company,  Ltd.,  of  St.  Ives,  England. 
Others  Bent  Sown 

The  British  steamship  Stanley,  from 
Newport  News,  March  7,  with  a  cargo 
of  grain  for  Cherbourg,  was  sunk  by  a 
German  submarine  without  warning  on 
March  21  and  Ave  members  of  her  crew 
killed.  Fifteen  survivors  of  the  ship 
reached  here  today  on  the  steamship 
Port  Albany.  Two  other  members  of 
the  crew,  one  an  American,  died  of  ex- 
posure In  open  boats. 

The  British  steamship  Cannizaro,  of 
3,133  tons  gross,  which  left  New  York 
on  March  14  with  general  cargo  of 
grain  and  freight,  has  been  sunk,  ac- 
cording to  word  received  here  today  by 
the  Sew  York  agents  of  the  owners,  the 
Wilson  Steamship  Line.  The  crew, 
about  40  in  number,  was  safely  landed 
at  Falmouth.  ' 

It  Is  understood  the  crew  Includes  no 
Americans. 

Many    Lost    From    Artec 

WASHINGTON,  April  3.— A  dispatch 
from  Ambassador  Sharp,  dated  at  Paris 
at  5  p.m.  yesterday,  sakl  19  survivors 
from  the  American  SS.  Aztec  had  been 
landed  yesterday  at  Brest  and  28  per- 
sons still  were  missing  and  their  res- 
cue was.  doubtful  because  of  the  heavy 
sea  and  storm. 

Ambassador  Sharp  cabled: 

"The  Foreign  Office  has  Just  informed 
me  that  the  American  steamship  Aztec 
was  torpedoed  at  9  p.m.  last  night  (April 
1),  far  out  at  sea  off  the  Island  of 
Ushant.  One  boat  from  the  steamship 
was  found  with  19  survivors,  who  were 
landed  this  afternoon  (yesterday)  at 
Brest.  Twenty-eight  persons  are  still 
missing,  and  although  two  patrol  ves- 
sels are  searching  for  them,  the  stormy 
condition  of  the  sea  and  weather  ren- 
ders their  rescue  doubtful. 

"The  Foreign  Office  has  not  informed 
me  as  to  the  names  of  the  survivors. 
Will  cable  further  details  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Dispatches  to  the  French  Embassy 
last  night  put  the  missing  at  eleven.

MINERS  41  OUT 
AT  Flffl  CAMPS 


Fears  That  All  Coal  'Mines  in 
District  18  Will  Be  Idle  Be- 
fore Summer  Ends— Pros- 
pects Bad,

C A 1/3 ART,  April  S.— With  more  tnTO" 
thirteen  hundred  miners  out  on  strike 
pending-  the  settlement  of  working  agree- 
ments for  the  coming  year  between  miners 
and  operator*,  prospect,  tonight  were  not 
reassuring  for  an  early  adjustment  of  the 
difficulties  between  the  Alberta  coal 
barons  and  their  employees.  Following  the 
expiration  of  the  old  agreement  on  Satur- 
day, walk-outs  occurred  at  Michel,  Hill- 
crest.    Bellevue,   Chinook  and   Drum  heller. 

While  the  mines  are  Idle  the  move  has 
not  taken  on  the  proportions  of  a  gen- 
eral strike.  The  miners  have  simply  de- 
clared a  holiday.  The  effect  of  the  sus- 
pension of  work  Is  manifest  In  the  con- 
ference here,  the  fear  being  expressed  that 
the  situation  has  shifted  from  the  hands 
of  the  delegate  miners  here  for  a  confer- 
ence  with    the   operators. 

That  there  Is  dissatisfaction  in  other 
camps  la  reported  by  Incoming  delegates. 
At  Drumhoiier,  with  four  hundred  men  out 
there  is  likelihood  that  a  struggle  will  en- 
sue that  will  leave  the  mine*  idle  until 
the    close   of    Summer. 

In  other  camps  there  Is  also  a  spirit 
of  unrest,  and  a  spark  may  cause  the 
whole  Industry  to  be  tied  up  at  short 
notice.  The  effect  of  a  general  strike  at 
this  time,  when  an  Increased  industrial 
demand  and  transportation  troubles  have 
already  created  a  shortage,  la  bard  to 
estimate.  A  dispatch  from  Ottawa  saya 
that  tho  Government  is  deeply  Interested 
In  the  outcome  of  the  conference  here, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Nova  Scotia 
operators  are  cutting  down  orders.  These 
mines,  which  usually  ship  two  million  tons 
to  the  .St.  Lawrence  district,  have  notified 
purchasers  that  their  output  will  'irnlt  the 
Mt.  Lawrence  district  this  year  to  250,000.

Enlistments  for  Month  Are 
7,603,  Bringing  Total  for 
Canada  Up  to  407,302— 
Provincial  Returns, 


OTTAWA.  April  ».— Enlistments  in 
the  Canadian  expeditionary  force  to- 
talled 7.603  fer  the  month  of  March, 
bringing  the  total  enlistments  since 
the  outbreak  of  war  up  to  407,103.  The 
total  number  of  recruits  for  the  last 
half  of  March  waa  1.413.  or  a  little 
more  than  double  the  enlistment  for 
the  first  half  of  the  month.  The  total 
for  March  Is  1,019  fewer  recruits  than 
for  February,  but  $6  more  than  for 
January.  For  the  first  three  months 
of  the  year  enlistments  totalled  21.- 
782.  an  average  of  2M  a  day. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  re- 
cent recruits  have  been  for  the  for- 
estry and  construction  corps.  There 
are  upwards  of  fifteen  thousand  men 
now  overseas  In  these  unite,  and  sev- 
eral   thousand   more  are   needed. 

The  March  figures  show  that  the 
Toronto  military  district  leads  the 
procession.  During  the  last  half  month. 
the  total  for  that  district  waa  1.673. 
For  the  full  month  the  Toronto  dis- 
trict contributed  2.1M  recruits,  bring- 
ing the  total  enlistment  of  the  district 
since  the  outbreak  of  war  up  to  91,- 
196.  The  London  district  recruited  six 
hundred  men  last  month,  making  a 
total  of  33,070  since  August,  1914. 
The  Kingston  district  recruited  last 
month  1.164,  making  a  total  of  46,946. 
The  total  enlistment  for  Ontario  nas 
been   170,211. 

The  Montreal  division  recruited  680 
men  last  month,  and  the  Quebec 
division  154.  The  grand  total  for  the 
province    is   now    44,427.

OTTAWA,  April  S.— The  number  of 
invalided  isoldiera  now  being  taken 
care  of  by  tho  Military  Hospitals  Com- 
mission is  nearly  5,000.  Returns  from 
the  various  units  under  the  Military 
Hospitals  Commission's  command  dated 
March  22,  show  a  total  of  4,706,  and 
there  has  been  an  appreciable  increase 
since  then.

There  are  «7 
members  of  the  forces  In  hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  besides  6  out  patients,  while 
there  are  196  men  In  ordinary  hos- 
pitals and  other  Institutions. 

The  Canadian  soldiers  in  hospitals 
In  the  United  Kingdom  on  March  9 
numbered  14,970,  Including  467  officers.

Stranger  In  Wyoming'  Town  Nearly  Lynched 

far    Shontln*    "Horn    der    Kalaer"— 

Austrian    Mobbed 


I  THERMOPOLIS,  Wyo..  April  3.— A 
stranger,  believed  to  be  a  German,  who 
shouted,  "Hoch  der  Kalaer,"  as  he 
stood  drinking  at  a  saloon  bar  h«re 
yesterday  evening,  narrowly  escaped 
lynching  at  the  hands  of  the  citizens 
whom  his  cry  Infuriated. 

As  the  stranger  lifted  the  glass  to 
his  lips  after  shouting  his  toast,  he 
ass  knocked  down  by  a  miner,  a  rope 
appeared  as  If  by  magic,  and  in  a  mo- 
ment the  man  was  hanging  from  a 
beam.  Before  life  was  extinct,  how- 
ever, th«  counsel  of  cooler  heads  pre- 
vailed, and  he  was  cut  down  by  the 
city  marshal.  He  was  then  uncon- 
scious, but  wee  revived  with  cold 
water,  and  then  forced  to  kneel  and 
kiss  the  American  flag.  He  was  then 
warned  to  get  out  of  town.     He  did. 

ALBANY.  Ny..  April  S. — An  Austrian, 
in  employee  of  a  local  brewery,  had  a 
larrqw  escape  with  his  life  when  he 
•efused  to  salute  the  United  States 
lag  yesterday,   which  other  employees 


from  the  concern,  most  of  them  of 
German  birth,  raised  In  the  morning 
over  the  brewery.

W  ABOUT  WAR 


Addresses  of  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den and  General  Smuts  at 
Luncheon  Given  to  Overseas 
Representatives. 


LONDON,  April  3.  (via  neuter's  Ot- 
tawa Agency).— Right  Hon.  Walter 
Hume  Long.  Colonial  Secretary,  pre- 
sided yesterday  at  the  luncheon  In  the 
House  of  Commons  restaurant  given 
to  the  Dominions  representatives.  In 
his  speech  proposing  the  toast  of  the 
occasion  Mr.  Long  said  he  rejoiced  In 
their  presence  In  London  at  this  junc- 
ture. He  cordially  welcomed  also  the 
Indian  representatives,  and  declared 
that  the  Empire  would  emerge  from 
the  war  stronger   than  ever. 

"This  gathering  of  the  Overseas  Do- 
minions representatives,"  he  said,  "is 
fraught  with  immense  possibllltes. 
From  it  will  emerge  an  Empire  such 
as  we  have  never  Been  before." 
Borden 


"A  little  more  than  30  months  has 
elapsed  since  I  last  addressed  you," 
said  Sir  Robert  Borden.  "We  had  some 
realisation,  but  hardly  an  adequate 
conception  even  then  of  the  tremendous 
task  still  before  us.  In  these  islands 
you  have  risen  splendidly  to  the  need, 
while  the  Dominions  also  have  striven 
to  do  their  part.  I  then  reminded  you 
that  350,000  men  had  Joined  the  colors 
from  the  overseas  nations  of  the  Em- 
pire. I  can  tell  you  today  that  no  less 
than  1,000,000  men  In  the  Dominions 
have  taken  up  arms  for  the  Empire. 

"The  Canadian  forces  in  Europe  then 
numbered  74,000.  I  am  proud  to  tell 
you  today  that  Canada  has  sent  more 
than  826,000  men,  and  our  total  enlist- 
ments exceeds  400,000.  In  the  Canadian 
force  alone  more  than  300,000  men  have 
left  the  shores  of  ths  Dominion.  Their 
achievements  under  the  sternest  tests 
been  splendidly  worthy  of  the  tradi- 
tions which  have  been  their  heritage.    . 

"This  Is  not  the  time  nor  Is  it  the 
occasion  to  dwell  upon  the  phase  of 
the  war  since  my  last  visit.  The  most 
recent  had  Its  Inception  the  first  of 
last  February  in  the  enemy's  attempt 
to  starve  into  subjection  the  people  of 
these  Islands  by  the  ruthless  sinking  of 
all  ship  entering  the  wide  ocean  area 
around  the  United  Kingdom.  I  am 
wholly  confident  that  this  attempt  will 
fall,  but  I  am  equally  confident  that 
to  Insure  such  failure  the  people  of  the 
Empire,  and  especially  of  these  Islands, 
must  realize  that  the  peril  is  a  sub- 
stantial one.  It  must  be  met  with  a 
spirit  which  will  not  shrink  from  time- 
ly self-sacrifice. 

racing  Beauties 

"I  speak  in  no  despondent  mood,  but 
as  one  disposed  to  face  the  realities. 
The  enemy  Is  staking  everything 
upon  this  last  throw  of  the  dice.  All 
his  energies  are  being  concentrated 
upon  this  year's  compalgn.  Whether 
on  land  or  sea,  any  flagging  or  our 
spirit  of  lack  of  effort,  disastrous  at 
any  time,  would  be  fatal  now.  Consider 
any  sacrifice  or  self-denial,  however, 
stern  whleh  may  be  Imposed  on  those 
at  home.  How  do  these  compare  with 
the  privations  and  danger,  the  suffer- 
ings, and  too  often  the  supreme  sacri- 
fice of  the  those  who  hold  the 
lines,  In  France  and  elsewhere?  If 
any  of  us  should  chance  to  be  des- 
pondent, let  him  go  for  confidence  to 
the  men  In.  the  trenches.  If  for  a 
moment  he  lacks  heart,  let, him  go  to 
the  wounded  in  the  hospitals  for  cour- 
age. If  we  seek  a  standard  for  the  na- 
tion's spirit,  let  us  remember  the  dis- 
cipline and  heroism  of  the  men  who 
lined  up  on  the  deck  of  the  Tyndareus 
when    she   was   sinking. 

"The  Oerman  people  are  fighting 
with  desperation  under  the  belief  en- 
gendered by  a  military  autocracy  that 
we  seek  to  crush  Germany  and  termin- 
ate her  national  existence.  No  such 
purpose  was  or  could  be  in  the  minds 
of  the  British  people.  It  is  Impossible 
to  crush  in  that  sense  a  nation  of  70,- 
000,000  people.  Germany  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war  was  the  most  powerful 
military  state  In  the  world.'  That  Is 
what  we  have  been  battling  against, 
and  that  Is  what  we  will  defeat." 
Oeneral    Smut* 

The  chairman  referred  to  Gen.  Smuts, 
the  representative  of  South  Africa, 
amid  loud  cheers,  as  "a  soldier  states- 
man full  of  courage  and  wisdom,  who 
has  acquired  the  right  to  advise  and 
help  us  in  a  time  of  stress  and  diffi- 
culty." 

Gen.  Smuts  received  an  ovation  on 
rising  to  reply.  He  said  he  wished 
that  Premier  Botha  was  there  to  re- 
ply, with  Premier  Borden  of  Canada; 
but  he  was  still  bearing  the  burden  In 
South  Africa  which  no  other  man  could 
bear.  He  frankly  confessed  that  what 
Impressed  htm  most  was  the  United 
Kingdom's  war  effort,  which  surpassed 
Imagination.  This  effort  and  spirit, 
he  said,  were  a  pledge  that  all  would 
end  well.  The  effort  of  the  Dominions 
was  also  marvellous.  Canada  alone 
had  made  an  effort  equal  to  that  put 
forth  by  Great  Britain  at  the  time  of 
the  Boer  war.  He  paid  high  tribute 
to  the  Indian  troops  who  served  under 
him,  declaring  that  he  never  comma 
ed  more  loyal  or  braver  men.  And 
same,  he  added  could  be  said  of  the 
Australians  and   New  Zealanders 

Referring  to  Soutn  Africa.  Gen. 
Smuts  admlted  there  were  internal 
complications  there  when  the  war 
started.  "But,"  he  asserted  proudly, 
"we  put  our  house  In  order  and  hurled 
the  enemy  across  the  equator.  And 
this  was  done  by  a  population,  the  ma- 
jority of  whom  fought  against  Great 
Britain  fifteen  years  ago.  Therefore, 
you  see,  South  Africa  has  done  her 
share." 

After  paying  a  tribute  to  Campbell- 
Bannerman  for  the  settlement  after 
the  Boer  war,  "one  of  the  wisest 
political  settlements  ever  made,"  Gen. 
Smuts  proceeded  : 

■After  all,  the  British  Emplrs  Is 
founded  on  principles  of  equality  and 
freedom,  unlike  Germany,  who  stands 
for  the  doctrine  that  might  Is  right 
Today  the  world  Is  against  Germany. 
If  the  Ualted  States  does  not  go  to 
war  with  Germany  now  she  will  have 
to  later.  If  we  continue  to  base  ths 
Issue  on  our  high  principles  Germany 
Is  already  defeated,  morally  and  po- 
litically. The  position  Is  grave,  and 
thers  is  hard  work  ahead.  Germany 
eaanot  eeatfsme  much  longer,  ghe  will 
reach  her  maximum  effort  this  Sum- 
mer. I  am  convinced  that  her  sub- 
marine effort  will  not  settle  the  war. 
although    It   will   b«   an    Inconvenience. 


I    believe   this  Summer     will     see  that 


menace  fall,  and  earlier  than  most 
people  think  we  shall  hear  of  peace 
again.  / 

"W*  are  not  actuated  by  mere  ven- 
geance or  hatred,"  continued  Gen. 
Smuts,  "and  wo  must  make  a  settle- 
ment on  a  wide  basis  In  the  interests 
of  ths  Empire  and  of  Europe.  The 
British  Empire  is  much  larger  and 
more  diverse  than  anything  hitherto. 
What  we  have  been  used  to  in  the  past 
Will  not  apply  In  the  future.  We  must 
not  follow  precedents,  but  break  them. 
After  all  we  build  on  freedom,  and  no 
one  outside  a  lunatic  asylum  wants  to 
use  force  with  the  natjona  of  the  Em- 
pire." 


CAVALRY  HAYS  - 
IMPORTANT  PART 


Mounted  Forces  Used  In 
Sweeping  Germans  From 
Outer  Positions  —  Bold 
Charge  at  Equancourt, 


BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS.  April  5, 
via  London,  April  3. — On  both  sections 
of  the  front  the  retreating  enemy  to- 
day was  roughly  handled.  While  Gen- 
eral Rawllnson  in  the  south  was  hunt- 
ing the  flying  Germans  round  both  sides 
of  the  big  Holnon  wood,  capturing  the 
villages  of  Blhecourt  and  Villecholles, 
further  north  General  Gough  drove  in 
the  rear  guards  on  a  wide  front  from 
Croisllles  to  Dolgnles,  occupying  half  a 
dozen  hamlets.  Details  are  yet  few. 
but  It  is  understood  200  prisoners  were 
added  to  the  60  taken  yesterday. 

All  these  operations  were  conducted 
by  the  cavalry,  which  is  now  playing  an 
Important  part  and  undoubtedly  dis- 
turbing the  German  programme,  com- 
pelling the  surrender  of  points  where 
apparently  the  Intention  was  to  resist 
as  long  as  possible.  While  in  most  in- 
stances the  bodies  of  cavalry  employed 
are  small,  there  have  been  cases  In 
which  the  mounted  troops  have  taken 
part  on  a  considerable  scale  in  the  old- 
fashioned    style. 

This  was  particularly  the  case  in  the 
recent  capture  of  Equancourt  by  cav- 
alry. When  the  final  charge  across  a 
thousand  yards  of  open  country  was  de- 
livered against  the  village,  held  in 
strong  force  and  defended  by  machine 
guns,  eyewitnesses  say  that  the  dash 
and  impetuosity  of  the  charge  was  mag- 
nificent. Evidently  the  machine  gun- 
ners lost  their  heads,  because  with  the 
cavalry  In  full  view  for  two  minutes 
the  casualties  inflicted  were  negligible. 
This  audacious  manoeuvre  was  re- 
warded by  success. 


TO  NEW  IK 


British  Troops  Steadily  Driving 
Enemy  From  Outposts  in 
Spite  of  Strong  Resistance 
— Near  St,  Quentin, 


WAR  CORRESPONDENTS'  HEAD- 
QUARTERS, April  2.  via  London,  April 
8. — (By  Philip  Glbbs) — The  British 
troops  advanced  since  yesterday 
on  to  the  line  of  high  ground  over- 
looking St.  Quentin  and  sweeping  a 
curve  around  the  wood  of  Holnon, 
which  is  the  last  strong  point  between 
the  British  and  the  trenches  immediate- 
ly  before   the  cathedral   city. 

This  morning  British  outposts  were 
advancing  on  Maisemy,  thereby  holding 
all  the  roads  except  one  on  the  western 
side  of  the  Hindenburg  or  Siegfried 
line,  between  Peronne  and  St.  Quentin. 
The  Germans  are  shelling  the  villages 
from  which  they  lately  retired  with 
long  range  guns.  The  British  are  now 
drawing  very  close  to  their  new  line 
of   trenches   and   fixed   positions. 

Northwards  of  Peronne  and  east  of 
Bapaume,  British  troops  have  taken 
Dolgnles,  above  the  forest  of  Havrln- 
court,  and  hold  Neuvllle  and  Ruyaul- 
court,  to  the  south  of  It,  so  that  this 
great  wood  Is  encircled  like  that  of  Hol- 
non, and  the  Germans  must  escape 
quickly  from  the  shelter  of  the  trees 
or  be  trapped   there. 

Northwards  again,  above  Bapaume, 
the  British  made  a  heavy  and  success- 
ful attack  southeast  of  Croisllles,  where 
a  few  days  ago  there  was  sharp  fight- 
ing, and  several  German  counter-at- 
tacks, because  the  position  threatens  a 
sector  of  the  Hindenburg  line,  which  Is 
Immediately  behind  the  village,  strik- 
ing down  at  an  angle  southeastwards 
in  front  of  Queant,  from  which  the 
British  are  three  miles  distant.  Two 
small  villages  below  Croisllles,  named 
Longatte  and  Ecoust-St.  Mein,  have  also 
fallen. 

The  attack  today  was  preceded  by 
great  gun  fire,  and  the  Germans  de- 
fended themselves  with  desperate  cour- 
age, acting  upon  Hlndenburg's  orders 
that  the  position  must  be  held  at  all 
costs.  The  British  brought  back  nearly 
200  prisoners  and  Inflicted  great  losses 
upon   the   garrison. 


ANOTHER  KU  KLUX  KLAN 

Bxlstenre    of    Orgaaltailea   With    Object    of 

Warring    on    Wealth    I*    Alleged 

In   Telegram 

NEW  YORK,  April  S. — "Ten  thousand 
men  already  are  sworn  members  of  a 
'Ku  Klux  Klan'  with  the  avowed  ob- 
ject of  hanging  congressmen  who  re- 
fuse to  vote  for  the  Plnchot  plan  of 
wealth  capitalisation  for  war,  and  of 
destroying  all  those  who  'make  blood 
profit  from  war,'  according  to  a  tele- 
gram sent  to  U.  S.  Senator  Ashurst, 
of  North  Carolina,"  says  The  Times. 
"United  States  secret  service  agents 
are  Investigating  the  telegram  and  its 
author,   E.   H.  •Llebel. 

"Llebel  la  advertising  agent  of  the 
Duryea  Mfg.  Company,  makers  of  belt- 
ing, whose  home  office  Is  In  Jersey 
City.  He  Is  SO  years  old,  American 
born,  and  was  described  by  Benjamin 
Duryea,  head  of  the  company,  and  sev- 
eral other  officers,  as  a  radical  Social- 
ist, with  extreme  idea*.  An  officer  of 
the  concern  who  saw  a  copy  of  Llebel's 
telegram  questioned  him  In  an  en- 
deavor to  learn  whether  the  death- 
threatening  organisation  really  existed, 
but  found  him  uncommunicative. 

"Llebel  Is  married  and  lives  In  Man- 
hattan. Ha  Is  said  to  trace  his  an- 
cestry to  Gen.  Hteuben,  of  revolution- 
ary war  fame"

Question  Giving  Rise  to  Much 
Discussion  in  United  King- 
dom— Earl  Grey  and  H,  G, 
Wells  in  Support, 


LONDON,  April  S. — The  question  of 
proportional  representation  Is  stirring 
up  a  notable  discussion  here.  The 
Speaker's  conference  on  electoral  re- 
form recommended  a  system,  and  ex- 
Premier  Asqulth  and  a  large  body  of 
public  opinion  favor  undelayed  action. 
The  Premier  seems  Inclined  to  ignore 
the  demand. 

H.  G.  Wells,  in  a  long  letter  to  The 
Times,  Insists  that  the  system  recom- 
mended can  alone  "make  parliamentary 
government  better  than  a  caricature  of 
natural  thought,"  to  offset  party  poli- 
ticians and  organizations  such  as  are 
known  in  America  as   "machines." 

Earl  Grey,  former  Governor-General 
of  Canada,  Joined  tn  the  discussion 
from  his  Northern  retirement  in  a  vig- 
orous letter  to  The  Times.  Earl  Grey 
says  In  his  letter: 

"I  send  you  a  dictated  protest,  from 
a  sick  bed,  against  the  assumption  of 
the  Prime  Minister  that  the  proportion- 
al representation  proposals  embodied  in 
the  recommendations  from  the  Speak- 
er's conference  form  no  part  in  the 
scheme  unanimously  recommended  to 
Parliament.  On  the  contrary,  so  essen- 
tial are  they  regarded  that  unless  the 
Speaker's  conference  had  adopted  them 
I  would  have  withdrawn  from  the  con- 
ference. Others  would  have  done  the 
same,  and  the  conference  would  have 
broken  down.  I  regret  I  am  not  al- 
lowed by  the  doctors  to  attend  to  busi- 
ness, either  private  or  public,  conse- 
quently I  am  not  able  to  deal  with  the 
question  In  the  way  it  deserves,  but  t 
cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the 
earnest  hope  that  if  the  Government  ln- 
troduces  a  reform  bill  which  does  not 
safeguard  the  cardinal  principles  ofL 
democracy  by  ensuring  an  equal  share 
of  parliamentary  representation  to 
every  elector,  all  those  who  believe  that 
wise  government  in  the  United  King- 
dom and  the  safe  guardianship  of  the 
Empire  depend  upon  the  establishment 
of  a  good  House  of  Commons  will  or- 
ganize a  stout  resistance  to  its  passage 
In    Parliament. 

Party  Government 

"No  man  can  lay  claim  to  the  name 
of  statesman  who  Is  not  aware  that  a 
wide  uniform  franchise,  coupled  with 
majority  representation  and  unattended 
by  any  constitutional  'check  or  safe- 
guard, has  invariably  led  to  disaster. 
In  the  United  States  majority  repre- 
sentation led  fifty  years  ago  to  ctvl) 
war.  More  recently,  through  rule  oi 
the  caucus  and  government  of  the  peo- 
ple by  rascals  for  the  rich,  the  result 
has  been  that  over  large  areas  of  the 
United  States  the  people  have  deliber- 
ately abolished  representative  govern- 
ment and  substituted  the  rule  of  the 
man  In  the  street,  through  the  system 
known  as  the  initiative,  referendum  and 
recall. 

"In  Canada  the  necessity  of  the  two 
contending  political  parties  to  obtain 
an  electoral  majority  in  every  district 
is  a  corrupting  Influence  which  poisons 
the  life  of  the  people  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific.  In  South  Africa  the 
failure  of  General  Botha  to  win  a  sin- 
gle seat  In  the  Orange  River  province 
at  the  last  general  election  seriously 
Imperilled  the  Union.  In  Australia  the 
caucus  is  supreme.  It  Is  no  more  pos- 
sible for  those  who  are  not  members  of  la- 
bor organizations  to  be  elected  In  mining 
and  industrial  districts  than  it  has  been 
for  Unionists  in  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century  to  obtain  parliamentary  repre- 
sentation in  south  and  west  Ireland.  In 
the  United  Kingdom  our  present  system 
of  majority  representation  enabled  a 
powerful  minister  to  overthrow  the  con- 
stitution by  depriving  the  House  of 
Lords  of  the  power  of  vote,  and  by 
withholding  from  the  people  their  right 
of  expressing  their  views  on  his  Irish 
policy  drove  the  country  Into  the  very 
JawB  of  civil  war. 

Weaknesses  of  Present  System 

"It  is  now  proposed  that  we  consent 
to  a  reform  bill  which  will  aggravate 
the  tendency  to  throw  the  whole  sov- 
ereignty of  the  Empire  into  the  hands 
of  an  incomplete  and  privileged  de- 
mocracy, which  deliberately  transfers 
to  one  class  a  political  power  belonging 
to  another.  We  want  Just  and  complete 
democracy,  not  democracy  for  the  priv- 
ileged. In  complete  proportional  repre- 
sentation Is  complete  democracy.  It 
gives  representation  to  substantial 
minorities  In  proportion  to  their 
strength,  and  gives  a  fair  and  equal  rep- 
resentation to  all  and  rule  by  the  ma- 
jority. Unlike  our  present  system.  It 
gives  freedom  of  choice  to  the  elector 
by  enabling  him  to  vote  against  the 
nominee  of  the  caucus  without  throwing 
away  his  vote.  Unlike  our  present  sys- 
tem. It  opens  the  door  of  the  House  of 
Commons  to  men  of  high  character, 
with  national,  not  party,  ideals,  and 
enables  them  to  retain  seats  against 
the  opposition  ,  caucus.  Proportional 
representation  provides  for  a  complete 
democracy,  with  Its  own  Just,  natural 
safeguards  for  the  preservation  of  lib- 
erty against  the  evils  and  dangers  of 
enslaving    tyranny.

Both  British  and  French  troops  con-* 
tinue  to  advance  In  their  movement 
against  Germany's  new  lines  of  defence. 
The  operations  of  the  French  yesterday 
a/ere  of  a  highly  important  character, 
an  they  render  the  German  hold  on  St. 
Quentln  more  perilous.  The  manner  in 
which  the  Allied  forces  are  now  able 
to  take  strongly  held  positions  gives 
promise  that  the  German  retreat  will  be 
continued,  or  else  the  enemy  will,  be 
forced  to  accept  battle  In  the  open. 
At  some  points  the  pursuit  by  the  Brit- 
ish has  been  bo  rapid  that  the  enemy 
has  been  unable  to  carry  out  his  policy 
of  destroying  all   villages   In   his   wake. 

It  is  undoubtedly  the  German  plan 
of  destruction  that  has  prevented  the 
Allien  from  embarking  on  an  oft*.: naive 
in  Belgium.  That  country  and  its  peo- 
ple have  already  suffered  so  much  from 
the  ravages  of  war  that  it  would  be 
Impolitic  to  permit  their  town*  and  vil- 
lages to  be  laid  in  ruins,  unless  such  a 
course  war*  absolutely  necessary  for 
military  reasons.  It  is  fair  to  assume 
this  consideration  has  entered  into  the 
strategy  being  employed,  and  if  the  Al- 
lies can  And  any  way  to  bring  about 
the  .evacuation  of  Belgium  with  the 
minimum  of  harm  being  inflicted  on  the 
country  such  a  course  would  seem  to 
be  the  bast  to  pursue. 

All  Indications  are  that  what  has 
been  heralded  an  the  great  Spring  of- 
fensive is  now  in  progress.  Jt  is  dif- 
ficult to  visualise  the  character  of  the 
fighting,  but  the  official  communiques 
speak  of  positions  strongly  held  being 
taken,  of  severe  casualties,  being  in- 
flicted and  of  counter-attacks  being  re- 
pulsed. During  the  past  few  days  the 
toll  of  prisoners  taken  has  been  mount- 
ing, which  tends  to  Bhow  both  British 
and  French  are  getting  to  closer  grips 
with  the  enemy.  As  the  organization 
behind  the  advance  is  perfected  the  task 
of  the  front  Hne  troops-  beeewies  corre- 
spondingly easier.  The  German  retreat 
in  the  West  has  now  been  in  progress 
for  seventeen  days  and  at  no  time, 
other,  than  in  the.  opening  stages,  have 
the  Allies  made  more  significant  gains 
than  on  Monday  and  yesterday.  This 
appears  to  point  to  an  ability  to  bring 
up  heavier  -forces  to  cope  with  the  Ger- 
man rearguards.  The  present  month 
may  decide  what  will  be  the  character 
of  the  fighting  In  the  West  during  the 
Summer   months. 


within  the  past  six   months  has  nought 
to  raise  up  the  hope*  of  hie  countrymen 
by    peace    talk.      In    the    first    Instance 
When    he    failed    he    took    advantage    of 
the  Increased  animosity  aroused  in  Ger- 
many,   because   of    the    frank  statement 
by  the  Allies  of  what  they  were  fight- 
ing for,  by  inaugurating  the  unrestrict- 
ed   submarine    warfare.

Were    It 
otherwise,  eucry  sacrifice  that  has  been 
made   will   have   been   in    vain.      Only  a 
reconstructed    Europe,    with   a   new   de- 
limitation of  boundaries,  Is  the  guaran* 
tee  agatnHt  another  great  war.  perhaps 
more  widespread  and  more  terrible  than 
that    now   In   progress.      Austria's  peace 
talk,  however  sincere  It  may  be,  is  Un- 
availing    until    she     throws    overboard 
German    hegemony,    renounces   all    con- 
quests   and    gives    durable     guarantees 
that  ehe  will  cease  forever  to  be  a  party 
to  machinations    which   in    the  days   to 
come    may   again   menace   the   peace  of 
Europe.      If    Austria   wants   a   separate 
peace  her  road  to  it  lies  In  the  opposite 
direction  from  Berlin,  whereas  now  it  is 
becoming   more  apparent  dally  that  the 
latest     feelers     thrown     out    had     their 
origin  in  the  German  capital.

The  last  peace  overtures  which  came 
from  Germany  may  have  been  genuine, 
but  they  were  preliminary  to  the  adop- 
tion of  unrestricted  submarine  warfare. 
This  time  It  has  been  decreed  that  Aus- 
tria shall  be  the  mouthpiece  in  an  effort 
to  soften  the  hearts  of  the  enemies  of 
the  Central  Powers.  The  latest  peace 
feelers  will  undoubtedly  be  connected 
with,  the  imminent  entry  of  the  United 
States  into  tha  war.  They-  follow  a-  fu- 
tile attempt  to  bring  about  a  separate 
peace  with  Russia. 
It  has    been    difficult,    almost    impos- 


Vancouver  appears  to  be  the  only  city 
in  the  Province  which  haB  so  far  taken 
any  definite  steps  to  commemorate  the 
deeds  of  British  Columbia's  soldiers  In 
the  war.  Vancouver  has  not  gone  very 
far.  The  Government  la  to  donate  that 
city  the  old  court  house  site,  and  the 
proposal  is  that  it  should  oonatltuU  a> 
perpetual  memorial  to  the  men  of  Van- 
couver who  have  fallen  in  the  struggle. 
In  addition  to  this  the  Province  should 
have  a  memorial  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Parliament  Buildings  here.  Plans  for 
this  will  be  time  enough  when  the  war 
Is  over.  In  the  meantime  some  organ- 
ised steps  should  be  taken  to  assemble 
the  fullest  record  of  the  Province's  Roll 
of  Honor,  the  part  the  troops  from  here 
have  taken  in  the  war  and  photographic 
material  dealing  with  the  different  bat- 
talions and  drafts  which  have  left. 

It  is  late  in  the  day  to  make  this 
suggestion,  but  if  it  is  at  all  possible 
the  plan  should  be  undertaken.  Any 
idea  that  anything  like  an  exhaustive 
record  such  as  Is  desired  Is  kept  at 
Military  District  headquarters  may  be 
dismissed,  as  no  such  record  exists.  It 
In  most  desirable  that  such  a  collection 
and  tabulation  of  material,  dealing  with 
British  Columbia's  part  in  the  war, 
should  be  made.  The  Department  of 
Militia  and  Defence  will  treat  such 
records  from  a  national  standpoint  and 
cannot  be  expected  to  segregate  the 
provinces  in  any  publication  it  may 
bring  out  dealing  with  the  war.  As  far 
as  British  Columbia,  is  concerned,  we 
hope  that  the  Provincial  Government 
will  take  the  matter  into  consideration 
and  see  what  can  be  done  to  prepare  a 
publication,  in  addition  to  whatever 
other  memorial  may  be  decided  upon 
when  peace  comes.  Delay  in  reaching  a 
decision  will  make  the  task  all  the  more 
difficult,  for  even  now  It  will  entail 
considerable  research  work  to  prepare 
a  Roll  of  Honor  of  British  Columbians 
and  to  obtain  a  record  of  the  memorable 
deeds  of  those  who  have  gone  from  this 
Province  to  the  war.

Sir, — The  Colonist  of  Sunday  con- 
tained a  letter  from  Mr.  Edgar  Faw- 
cett, a  frequent  correspondent,  who 
lays  claim,  so  I  understand,  to  be  a 
great  authority  on  reminiscent  matters 
pertaining  to  the  Province.

One  of  the  most  important  effects  of 
the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  the 
war  will  be  that  It  will  permit  the 
Grand  Fleet  to  tighten  the  blockade  of 
Germany.  Up  to  the  present  a  large 
proportion  of  the  foodstuffs  and  other 
commodities  shipped  from  America  to 
Scandanavla,  Denmark  and  the  Nether- 
lands have  been  transshipped  from  those 
countries  to  Germany.  From  now  on 
the  Washington  Government  will  take 
strict  precautions  to  Insure  that  no 
goods  of  American  origin  reach  the  en- 
emy. The  search  of  vessels  can  be  car- 
ried out  before  they  leave  their  home 
ports  and  to  this  extent  the  task  of 
the  British  Navy  will  be  lightened  and 
vesneln  will  be  released  to  engage  In 
other  work. 

It  is  possible  that  the  tightening  of 
the  blockade  will  work  additional  hard- 
ships on  the  neutrals  contiguous  to 
Germany.  Tha  latter,  however,  has 
shown  no  respect  for  their  shipping, 
and  they  cannot  complain  if  the  Allies 
omit  no  legitimate  act  calculated  to 
.bring  the  enemy  to  hln  knees.  For  a 
long  time  pnst  the  strict  enforcement 
of  the  blockade  has  been  urged  by  high 
naval  authorities.  In  fact  it  is  an 
axiom  of  international  law  that  a  block- 
ade, to  be  a  blockade,  must  be  effectual. 
Up  ■  to  the  present  Great  Britain  has 
only  stayed  her  fleet  because  of  a  de- 
sire to  give  no  undue  offence  to  the 
United  States.  Her  policy  in  now  vin- 
dicated, because  America  has  taken  sides 
with  her  In  the  war.

Ths  Dental  Aot. 
Sir, — In  your  lasue  of  March  28,  a 
letter  attacking  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Dental  Act,  signed  by 
the  president  and  registrar.  respec- 
tively, of  the  Dental  Council,  makes 
the  statement  that  they  believe  "sev- 
eral of  the  dentists  who  are  now 
launching  a  publicity  campaign  in 
support  of  the  proponed  new  net,  have 
been  convicted  for  employing  un- 
licensed operators,  that  they  denlrc  lb 
remove  from  the  present  act  the  pen- 
alty which  awaits  them  if  they  be 
found   guilty    of    further   offences." 

As  1  am  one  of  those  dentistn  whose 
names  are  attached  to  the  publicity 
campaign  mentioned,  1  woula  appreci- 
ate tho  courtesy  of  your  columns  in 
reply. 

I  have  never  been  convicted  of  any 
offence  under  the  Dental  Act,  and 
when  the  president  and  secretary  of 
tha  council  Insinuate  thnt  those  be- 
hind the  publicity  campaign,  of  which 
I  am  one,  are  doing  so  to  avoid  pen- 
alties, they  grossly  misrepresent  tho 
facts.  It  Is,  however,  through  no  lack 
of  effort  on  their  part  that  myself,  ns 
well  as  all  other  progressive  dentists 
who  advertise  and  conduct  their  bunl- 
nena  on  modern  lines,  are  not  In  Jail 
Or  out  of  business.  Numerous  charges 
have  been  laid  against  me,  an  against 
other  dentists,  but  none  has  ever  been 
proven  ngalnnt  me.  Espionage,  frame- 
ups  nnd  plots  have  been  tried  one 
after  the  other  to  secure  convictions. 
On  more  than  one  occasion  the  courts 
have  made  comment  In  no  uncertain 
terms  orryjhe  evidence,  the  witnesses 
and  the  methods  employed  by  those 
Who  control  tha  dental  trust  In  their 
efforts  to  drive  out  progressive  com- 
petitors. A  farmer  registrar  of  tha 
council  admitted  that  he  hnd  himself 
violated  tha  act  and  advised  others 
ta    do    the    nam* — whea    IBB    violation 


members  of  the  dental  ring. 

The  president  and  secretary  deny 
that  the  present  act  in  unworkable.  It 
is  not  bo  much  itn  unworkabllity  that 
wo  complain  of  an  that  it  has  been 
overworked  In  the  interests  af  tha 
dental  trust  to  maintain  a  monopoly 
by  which  they  have  profited  at  the 
public  expense  for  so   many   years. 

Your  correspondents  nay  tha  provis- 
ion for  temporary  regis trnt ion  would 
not  help  the  outlying  districts  because 
there  are  no  dentists'  offices  for  them 
to  work  in.  If  there  are  no  dental 
offi.es  why  la  thin  tha  case?  Why  in 
It  there  nre  only  two  dentlntn  In  tue 
vast  territory  between  Nelson  and  Van- 
couver? Simply  because  the  dental 
trust  han  used  Its  powers  under  tho 
act  to  prevent  dentlntn  from  coming 
into  the  Province  by  plucking  them 
in  examinations,  which  moat  of  the 
examiners  themselves  could  not  pass. 
They  complain  that  Dr.  Baker  stated 
that  only  20  per  cent  of  the  candidates 
pase  whereas  they  nay  40  per  cent 
pass. 

Suppose  this  Is  true,  why  should 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  candidates  be 
plucked  when,  according  to  reports 
from  all  the  colleges  in  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  the  average  of 
plucked  candidates  from  1910  to  1915 
is   only    16.2    per   cent. 

Certainly  it  is  not  because  of  the 
high  standards  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia council.  Not  one  among  the  ex- 
aminers has  ever  been  a  lecturer,  a 
teacher  or  a  professor  In  any  dental 
college.  Not  one  of  them  has  any 
experience  as  an  examiner  except  In 
setting  trick  papers  to  pluck  newcom- 
ers to  this  Province.  All  are  Just 
plain  garden  variety  dentists.  Hardly 
one  of  them  la  even  a  specialist.  Very 
few  have  ever  taken  a  post-graduate 
course  in  anything;  certainly  none  of 
the    examiners. 

The  president  and  secretary  state 
the  board  of  examiners  is  appointed 
by  the  Government.  Quite  so,  but  not 
until  they  have  been  hand  picked  and 
recommended    by    the    Dental   Council. 

They  admit  that  British  Columbia 
dentists  are  not  allowed  to  practice  lu 
other  provinces.  Is  it  because  of  the 
low  standard  of  the  practising  dentists 
In  this  Province,  or  because  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  dental  board  refuses  to 
allow  dentists  of  other  provinces  to 
practice  here?  Quebec  Is  cited  as  one 
of  the  provinces  which  does  not  main- 
tain reciprocity,  although  most  of  the 
other  Provinces  outside  of  Quebec  and 
this  one,  do.  The  bl-lingual  difficulty 
keeps  Quebec  from  adopting  it,  at 
least  that  Is  the  excuse,  but  the  real 
reason  Is  probably  the  same  as  that 
which  keeps  this  a  closed  Province, 
the  desire  to  maintain  a  monopoly 
for    a    ring. 

Tho  Dental  Council,  through  Its 
president  and  registrar,  tell  you  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  act  are 
not  necessary,  since  the  council,  for- 
sooth, has  remedied  the  situation  by 
passing  a  regulation  permitting  un- 
licensed men  to  practice  temporarily 
In  the  rural  districts.  This  Is  pre- 
cisely what  Registrar  Dr.  Mlnogue  ad- 
mitted on  the  stand  he  had  done  ille- 
gally. He  had  advised  unlicensed  men 
to  "go  back  to  the  bushes,"  where  they 
would  not  he  In  competition  with 
members  of  the  ring  In  the  cities.  If 
the  council  has  the  power  to  pass  this 
regulation  why  did  ,it  not  legalize  the 
action  of  the  former  registrar  instead 
of  putting  him  In  a  position  where  he 
had  to  give  illegal  advice  to  prevent 
competition?      f 

And  again,  If  the  council  has  the 
power,  how  do  we  know  they  will  not 
rescind  the  regulation  as  soon  as  the 
house  rises?  Their  claim,  If  It  were 
true,  is  surely  a  proof  that  the  council 
has  too  much  power,  and  the  kind  of 
poweg  it  is  not  safe  in  the  public  in- 
terest   to    leave    in    such    hands. 

They  claim  to  oppose  the  new 
amendments  in  order  to  protect  the 
public.  Where  did  the  public  ever  ap- 
ply to  the  dental  trust  for  protec- 
tion? The  protection  really  needed  by 
the  public  is  from  the  extortionate 
charges  of  the  monopolists.  It  is  not 
public  protection  the  dental  ring  wants 
but  a  monopolistic  privilege  for  Itself. 
When  the  public  gets  an  ounce  of  pro- 
tection the  ring  gets  a  pound  of  privi- 
lege. 

Progressive  dentists  demand  that 
the  gates  he  opened  to  qualified  men 
so  that  assistants  for  their  own  prac- 
tice may  be  obtained;  so  that  they 
may  be  enabled  to  conduct  their  busi- 
ness on  modern  lines  and  develop  It 
to  the  greatest  efficiency,  thus  giving 
better   service   at    lower   costs. 

The  ring  wants  to  maintain  Its  old 
monopoly,  keep  out  new  men  and  han- 
dicap Its  progressive  competitors 
while  keeping  dentistry  at  the  highest 
price  levels   in   Canada. 

I  claim  that  the  Dental  Council 
should  be  stripped  of  Its  powers  to 
prevent  good  men  from  coming  to 
British  Columbia,  that  all  the  power 
should  be  vested  in  the  act,  and  that, 
pending  examination,  men  properly 
qualified  In  any  other  province  by 
graduating  from  any  recognized  col- 
lege should  be  admitted  to  practice 
under   supervision   In    this  Province. 

If  that  measure  does  not  immedi- 
ately provide  dentists  for  the  outlying 
districts  it  will  at  least  enable  pro- 
gressive dentists  to  greatly  extend 
the  scope  of  their  services  and  to  per- 
form them  at  moderate,  If  not  "ethi- 
cal,"   rates.

A  pastoral  letter  from  ^Cardinal 
Bourne,  who  is  at  present  In  Rome,  was 
read  In  all  the  churchen  In  tha  arch 
diocese  of  Westminster  recently,  saya 
The  London  Times. 

Referring      to      the      war,      Cardinal 
Bourne  declares  that  there  were  abroad 
at  this  moment  a  spirit  of  hopefulness 
and  a   certainty    of     ultimate     success 
auch  as   were   impossible   In  the  earlier 
and  more  anxious   period  of  the  strug- 
gle.    "It  Is  true,"   he  says,  "that  at  no 
time    in    this    country    was    there    any 
feeling    of    uncertainty    about   the    final 
issue  of  the   war.   but   there  have  been 
many   dark   and   anxious    moments,   and 
days  when   the  mind  of  the  nation  was 
suddenly    awakened    to    the    knowledge 
hitherto    concealed    of    terrible    dangers 
once  menacing  but  now  vanquished.  The 
strength    and    readiness    and    resources 
of   our   enemies,   the   extent  of   the  un- 
preparedness   of    our    country   and    Em- 
pire,      have      only      gradually      become 
known    to    us.      Happily   as    that   knowl- 
edge has  been  grasped  there  has  simul- 
taneously   reached    us   the  assured   con- 
viction   that    while    the    power    of    tha 
foe  la   waning  our  own   Is   no  less  cer- 
tainly   gaining    strength.      In    numbers, 
in     leadership,    in    weapons    of    offence 
and    defence,  a  change  has   taken   place 
of    an    extent    and    magnitude    Buch    as 
the   world   has   never  seen  before.  King 
and    Government,    country    and    Empire, 
can    look    forward    to    the    future    with 
confidence   and   hope  ns    fully   grounded 
as    any    human      effort      can      establish

Nanalmo  Stiver,  some  time 
ago.  because  of  a  case  of  typhoid 
there.  The  embargo  will  be  removed  on 
April  9.  Dr.  Young  In  a  report  ab- 
solved nil  Nanalmo  offlclnls  connected 
with  the  cane  from  all  censure.  Be- 
fore the  report  wan  adopted,  however. 
Alderman  Forrester  said  that  It  wan 
the  "greatest  stretch  of  the  Imagination 
as  Dr  .Young  could  aot  have  been  said 
to  have  held  an  *  Investigation."  "Dr. 
Young  visited  the  city,  called  at  tha 
City  Hall  for  about  20  minutes  and  later 
had  a  convernatlon  with  the  two  local 
health  officers.  Dr.  Ingham  and  Dr. 
Dryadale."  continued  the  Alderman.  "It 
Is  nothing  short  of  criminal  when  con- 
tagious dinenses  can  be  kept  secret 
while  the  citizens  are  being  supplied 
with  milk  from  the  parties  affected. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  at- 
tending physician  was  awnre  of  the 
presence  of  the  disease  he  did  not  re- 
port to  the  council  until  two  weeks 
later.  I  consider  that  Dr.  Young  should 
have  visited  the  Raines  dairy  and  found 
the  cause  of  the. trouble,  which  he  did 
not.  A  full  Investigation  should  be  de- 
manded and  held  before  the  citizens  will 
feel  satisfied  and  have  confidence  in  the 
health  officers."  Although  the  report  of 
Dr.  Young  wan  adopted  ,the  Nanalmo 
board  has  asked  the  Provincial  authori- 
ties to  Investigate  health  and  water  con- 
ditions at   the  Raines  dally.

Sir, — I  have  been  thinking  about  Em- 
pire Day,  which  is  approaching,  but 
still  far  enough  away  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  carrying  out  what  I  am  about 
to  suggest.

DUeaae    aad    Famine    In    the    Holy 
HO.ooo   Dead   ef   Starvation 

The  plight  of  the  people  of  the  Holy 
Land  owing  to  the  crueltlen  of  the 
Turks  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  a 
largely  attended  meeting  held  at  the 
Mansion  House,  in  London,  in  support 
of  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  Syria  and 
Palestine. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Sir  Henry  Mac- 
Mahon  (chairman  of  the  London  com- 
mittee) read  a  letter-  from  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  who  wrote:  "The 
cloud  of  mystery  which  haB  overhung 
what  la  happening  In  the  Holy  Land 
throughout  these  terrible  months  Is  not 
yet  lifted,  and  one  almost  trembles  to 
think  what  will  be  revea'led  when  we 
have  access  to  all  the  facts." 

The   Lord   Mayor,    who   presided,   said 
•  it    was    known    that    80,000    persons    In 
one   dintrlct  alone   In  the  stricken  land 
had  died  from  starvation. 

The  Bishop  of  London,  who  said  the 
message  of  the  War  Lean  and  its  great 
success  would  be  one  of  the  finest  as- 
sets to  us  In  the  coming  months,  de- 
scribed the  cause  for  which  they  were 
assembled  as  one  of  the  greatest  for 
which  the  help  of  the  Mansion  House 
had  eVer  i»een  Invoked.  He  believed 
that  we  had  been  absolutely  misled  at 
home  about  the  character  of  the  Turk, 
and  we  had  been  taken  In  by  the  pic- 
ture of  the  Turk,  with  his  long  white 
beard  and  benevolent  aspect.  "Hand- 
some is  as  handsome  does";  but  "ugly 
Is  aa  ugly  does"  was  alao  true,  and  the 
ugliest  and  moat  devilish  things  in 
the  world'n  history  had  been  done  by 
the  Turk.  Cntil  he  waa  swept  out  of 
Europe  we  should  have  no  peace. 

Lord  Bryce  nald  he  thought  that  In 
some  ways  the  position  of  the  unfortu- 
nate subjects  of  the  Turkish  Empire 
was  worse  than  that  of  others  who 
had  suffered  because  here  the  cruelties 
had  been  perpetrated  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  country  itself.  All  the  male 
population  of  Palestine,  even  those  who 
had  purchased  exemption,  had  been 
forced  into  the  army.  In  Jerusalem  a 
year  ago  40,000  people  were  living  on 
rationa  doled  out  by  the  German  Gov- 
ernment, whereas  formerly  the  country 
had  provided  more  than  sufficient  for 
its  own  support.  A  year  ago  it  was  re- 
ported that  two-thirds  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  villages  nround  Jerusalem 
had  perished  by  disease  and  famine. 
Since  then  things  had  been  growing 
steadily  worse.  A  very  large  number 
of  people  had  been  executed  for  no 
other  reason  than  that  they  were  Chris- 
tians. He  did  not  know  how  far  It  was 
true,  but  he  had  heard  In  some  cases 
terminate  the  non-Moslem  element  so 
far  as  to  send  infections  persons  to 
Christian  and  Jewiah  villages  in  order 
to  spread  disease.

That    wan     the 
rule  of  the  Turk.     Thatrwan  the  ruls  of 
those    Poung    Turks — worse    even    than 
Abdul    Hamtd    himself — who    ten    yearn 
ago  overthrew  the  rule  of  Abdul  Hamld 
to  proclaim  equal  rights  for  all  Inhabl- 
t  nuts  of  the   Turkish   Empire.     Did   we 
wnnt    any    more    proof    that    tha     Turk 
ought   not   to  be  allowed   to   remain  as 
a   ruling   Power?     The    Binhop   of   Lon- 
don   wished    that   the    Turks   should    be 
driven  out  of  Europe.     He  (Lord  Bryce) 
would     drive     the    Turk — aa    a    ruling 
Power,    and    not    the    simple    Turkish 
peasant — out    of    everywhere.     Ha    was 
not    fit    to    rule    over     persons  of  any 
faith.

R.C.R.  AUTHORIZED 
TO  SEND  DRAFT  OF  50 

Berralts  Will   Be   Enrolled   at   Jlferk   Point 

for    Overseas    Benito    Will 

leave  Shortly 

Major  Versturma  Bunbury,  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Regi- 
ment at  Work  Point  Barracks,  yester- 
day received  notification  from  Halifax 
headquarters  that  another  draft  should 
be  sent  from  here  as  soon  as  It  could 
be  raised.  •  , 

Acting  upon  these  orders,  the  regi- 
ment has  seat  out  a  call  for  recruits, 
who  will  be  enrolled  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  day  at  Wosk  Point.  About  fif- 
teen men  are  already  mustered  for  the 
draft,  but  a  total  of  probably  fifty  will 
be  sent  forward.  No  definite  number 
baa  been  set,  however,  and  as  many 
as  make  application  will  be  enrolled. 

It  Is  not  yet  arranged  when  the 
draft  will  leave.  The  day  of  departure 
Is  not  likely  to  be  very  long  after 
Blaster.  The  men  will  eventually  he 
sent  from  Halifax  either  to  Bermuda 
or  England,  the.  R  C_  R.  having  al- 
ready furnished  several  hundred  men 
from  this  Province  for  overseas  service. 


Emphatic  denial  of  the  report  that  he 
had  used  bis  influence  with  the  authori- 
ties st  Ottawa  to  effect  the  removal  of 
the  military  staff  offices  from  Work 
Point  to  Vsncouver  was  given  last 
night  by  Col.  J.  Duff  Stuart,  the 
D.  O.  C. 

"It  Is  absolutely  untrue."  he  said. 
"I  have  taken  no  stepe  whatever  to- 
wards transferring  headquarters  from 
here  to  the  Mainland,  nor  do  I  contem- 
plate doing  so.  The  fact  that  I  am  a 
Vancouver  man  seems  to  make  some 
people  think  I  am  doing  all  In  my  power 
to  have  the  centre  of  the  whole  Provin- 
cial military  administration  taken  to 
my  home  city.  The  rumor  Is  utterly 
groundless,  and,  in  my  opinion,  too 
trivial  to  be  given  any  attention  at  all." 
.  The  report,  which  Col.  Stuart  has 
taken  the  occasion  to  deny  a  second  time 
within,  the  past  few  months,  originated 
some  months  ago,  although  Its  source 
has  never  been  mentioned.  No  one  has 
yet  come  out  with  a  definite  statement 
oc  the  subject,  although  the  Eiquimalt 
Municipal  Council  last  Monday  night 
was  prompted  to  pass  a  resolution  to 
the  effect  that  it  should  "do  all  in  Its 
power  to  prevent  the  transferring  '  of 
the  staff  offices  of  Military  District  No. 
11  from  Victoria  to  Vancouver." 

The  cause  of  this  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Esquimau  Council  is  explained 
In  the  following  communication,  written 
by  Reeve  Coles  and  forwarded  to  the 
City  Council,  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
Messrs.  O.  H.  Barnard,  F.  II.  Shepherd, 
and  R.  F.  Oreen,  M.  P.'s.: 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Council,  held 
last  evening.  Information  was  received 
from  a  creditable  source  that  CoL  Duff 
Stuart,  D.  O.  C,  Military  District  No. 
11,  has  recommended  to  the  Minister  of 
Militia  and  Defence  that  the  Adminis- 
tration Building,  recently  destroyed  by 
fire,  be  not  rebuilt,  and  that  the  quar- 
ters be   transferred   to   Vancouver 

"I  need  not  point  out  the  seriousness 
of  this  action,  If  true,  and  the  Indigna- 
tion It  will  cause.  I  trust,  therefore, 
that  you  will  use  every  endeavor  In  your 
power  to  prevent  this  action." 

Mr.  O.  H.  Barnard,  M.  P.,  yesterday 
informed  The  Colonist  that  he  had  al- 
ready entered  a  protest  at  Ottawa 
against  the  possible  removal  of  the 
military  headquarters  to  Vancouver. 
The  reply,  only  Just  received,  stated 
that  the  Department  of  Militia  and  De- 
fence had  made  no  recommendations  to 
that  effect,  and  no  change  was  contem- 
plated.

Flnnlck 
will  reach  a  strength  of  60  men. 

The  corps  has  been  given  authority 
to  raise  128  men  with  two  officers,  but 
It  Is  probable  that  only  half  this  num- 
ber will  be  sent  over  as  the  first  draft, 
owing  to  the  urgent  need  for  artillery- 
men at  the  front  this  Spring. 

When  a  sufficient  number  of  recruits 
have  been  secured. — and  men  are  be- 
ing signed  on  almost  every  day — the 
first  draft  will  go  overseas  without 
waiting  for  training,  as  It  Is  the  in- 
tention to  give  complete  instruction 
after  reaching  the  fully-equipped' ar- 
tillery camps  of  England,  thus  pro- 
venting  overlapping  and  waste  of  time. 
It  Is  probable  that  marching  orders 
will  be  received  here  within  the  next 
two  weeks. 

Confirmation  of  the  recommendations 
made  here  as  to  the  appointment  of 
commanding  officer  for  the  overseas 
draft  has  not  yet  reached  Victoria  from 
Ottawa.

Major  C.  K.  Reynolds  Awarded  Decorations 

for  Captorlag  Oermaas  and  Rescuing 

Sspsrter   Officer 

Sharing  with  the  late  Capt,  W.  D. 
Holmes,  of  Victoria,  the  Joint  dis- 
tinction of  having  won  both  the  Mill- 
tary  Cross  and  tho  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Order,  Major  C.  E.  Reynolds,  of 
Vancouver,  has  Just  been  awarded  the 
latter  decoration  in  recognition  of  his 
gallantry  when  he  forced  a  company 
of  Germans  to  surrender  last  October 
after  he  had  shot  two  officers  who  had 
refused    to   throw   up   their   hands. 

Major  Reynolds  won  the  D.  8.  O. 
when  he  sttempted  to  save  the  life  of 
his  superior  officer  under  a  withering 
fire.  He  succeeded  in  bringing  In  the 
fallen  man,  but  life  was  extinct  by  the 
time  the  safety  sone  was  reached. 

Leaving  British  Columbia  as  a  pri- 
vate In  one  of  the  early  battalions. 
Major  Reynolds  has  had  a  brilliant 
military  career.  He  Is  credited  with 
being  ths  first  men  of  his  regiment  to 
beg  a  German,  getting  a  sniper  a  few 
minutes  after  his  arrival  on  the  front 
line.

BRAINS  AND  MONEY 


Rev,  W,  Stevenson  Says  Re- 
domestication  of  Returned 
Soldiers  No  'More  Difficult 
Than  War  'Mobilization, 


The  Rev.  William  Stevenson  last  night 
told  the  members  of  the  Citlsens'  Edu- 
cational League  In  the  Victoria  Club 
that  the  returned  eoldlers  problem 
would  be  as  easy  of  solution  as  that  of 
sending  400.000  men  overseas.  If  Gov- 
ernments would  get  down  and  face  It. 

"Men  did  not  pussle  their  brains  long 
about  sending  400,000  men  from  this 
country  to  the  war."  said  Rev.  Mr.  Ste- 
venson, taking  up  the  question  of  unem- 
ployment and  returned  soldiers.  "The 
parsimony  of  our  Government  especially 
In  dealing  with  labor  lies  st  the  root 
of  the  seemingly  imposibillty  of  hand- 
ling the  problem  of  unemployment. 
There  Is  a  great  deal  of  nonsense  being 
talked  by  our  statesmen.  You  can  set- 
tle these  questions  If  you  tackle  them 
In  the  same  way  that  the  British  and 
Canadian  people  tackled  the  problems  of 
the  war.  They  have  shown  no  hesita- 
tion In  pledging  the  credit  of  the  coun- 
try and  raising  the  necessary  money." 

Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson  went  on  to  ex- 
plain that  money  raised  to  relieve  un- 
employment chiefly  by  giving  every  man 
an  opportunity  to  work  the  land  and 
buy  It  on  long  term  payments  would  be 
spent  In  the  most  productive  manner. 

"There  Is  lacking  In  this  country  the 
will  to  handle  the  -unemployed  problem," 
he  continued.  "With  all  our  natural  re- 
sources, there  was  no  excuse  for  the 
numbers  of  men  depending  on  public 
charities  we  had  here  a  few  years  ago." 

He  went  Into  some  of  the  social  con- 
ditions that  the  woman  voter  in  British 
Columbia  and  Canada  should  set  about 
to  correct.  He  told  of  how  Germany 
and  Denmark  have  realized  the  value  of 
human  life  by  making  it  compulsory  for 
women  to  refrain  from  working  six 
weeks  before  and  after  confinement,  and 
providing  for  them  during  that  period 
to  the  extent  of  75  per  cent  of  their 
wages.  This  has  resulted  in  an  enor- 
mous decrease  in  the  rate  of  infantile 
mortality. 

"Is  there  any  kind  of  work  the  human 
being  can  do  that  can  bring  him  more 
nearly  alongside  the  Creator  than  this, 
the  saving  of  human  life?"  he  asked. 
"I  do  not  know  of  any  more  religious 
work." 

He  also  told  of  the  need  of  some  form 
of  minimum  wage  for ,  young  girls  in 
factrles  and  stores.  He  placed  before 
the  meeting  for  signatures  a  petition 
asking  the  Dominion  Government  to 
change  the  Criminal  Code  by  raising  the 


age  of  consent  from  14  and  1*  years  to 
21,  so  as  to  secure  better  protection  tor 
young  girls.  "I  have  been  astounded  to 
think  that  conditions  such  as  exist  have 
been  maintained  on  the  statute  books  In 
connection  with  the  protection  of  young 
girls,"  he  said. 

He  declared  It  would  cost  no  more  and 
prove  much  more  efficient  if  the  com- 
munity, instead  of  placing  children  In 
institutions  such  as  the  Children's  Home 
and  Day  Nursery  would  allow  them  to 
remain  with  their  mothers  and  give  the 
mothers  the  money  that  would  be  spent 
on  the  maintenance  of  the  children  In 
the   institutions. 

Education    for    Wnrnea    Veter 

Rev.  Mr.  8tevenion  declared  that  women 
voters  should  concentrate  on  domestic 
legislation.  He  asserted  that  one  of  the 
needs  of  the  time  Is  pensions  for  women 
and   deserted    mothers    with    children. 

Referring  to  the  advent  of  the  woman 
voter  and  the  need  for  her  education  he 
said  that  the  greatest  of  all  dangers  In 
respect  to  newly  acquired  power  Is  Ignor- 
ance. 

"Our  civilisation  has  In  It  elements  that 
really  belong  to  the  age  of  barbarism  and 
Just  because  people  are  Ignorant  of  the 
laws  by  which  they  are  governed."  he  con- 
tinued. "One  of  the  main  things  for  the 
women  to  show  In  the  use  of  their  fran- 
ehlse  will  be  that  they  can  benefit  them- 
selves snd  the  community.  8ome  people 
might  as  well  be  living  In  Thnbuctoo  for1 
all  that  they  know  is  going  on  in  political 
affairs    around    them." 

He  said  the  women's  movement  Is  not 
sectional  but'  a  great  cosmic  force,  which 
will  make  the  world  a  different  place  In 
which  to  live.  The  unerring  test  of  alt 
civilisation  is  the  manner  in  which  women 
and  children  are  treated,  and  the  con- 
ception  of   thetr   value    to    the    state. 

"Woman  la  the  most  potential  phenom- 
enon of  the  present  time,"  he  went  on 
after  referring  to  Ideas  expressed  In 
Bchoon  maker's.  "The  World  Storm  and  the 
Beyond." 

"The  coming  of  women  into  the  -outer 
life  of  the  world  Is  comparable  as  a  social 
phenomenon  to  the  birth  of  science  In  the 
Middle  Ages.  With  this  movement  we  are 
at  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  In  the  history 
of   human    life. 

"The  world  will  not  be  the  same  after 
the  war  as  before,  and  this  will  be  em- 
bodied In  the  new  conditions  Into  which 
women  sndj  children  and  those  upon  whom 
they  are  depending  are  entering.  A  new 
force  In  altruism.  womanhood  and 
motherhood  Is  coming  Into  the  arena 
where  power  has  reigned  with  undisputed 
sway.  If  yon  contemplate  that  fact  you 
will  understand  what  kind  of  a  world 
this   Is   to  be."

Victoria  Is  Lowest — That  the  cost 
of  living  Is  lower  In  Victoria  than  at 
other  coast  cities  Is  shown  by  statis- 
tics prepared  by  the  B.  C.  Consumers' 
League  of  Vancouver.  A  comparison 
ia  made  of  the  weekly  cost  of  meats, 
groceries,  fuel,  light  and  rent  for  a 
family  of  Ave  In  the  cities  of  Seattle, 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  during  the 
month  of  January.  This  shows  that 
the  cost  in  Victoria  In  $2.60.  Van- 
couver $2.71  and  Seattle  $2.75.  The 
B.  C.  Consumers'  League  Is  calling  a 
mass  meeting  at  an  early  date  to  dis- 
cuss the  high  cost  of  living  problem. 
Demand  More  Pay — Railway  shop- 
men In  Western  Canada  arc  dissatis- 
fied with  their  present  scale  of  wages 
and  will  demand  more  pay.  This  step 
was  decided  upon  at  the  convention  of 
federated  trades  at  Winnipeg.  Repre- 
sentatives of  shopmen's  unions  from 
all  division*  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
and  Canadian  Northern  Railways  were 
In  attendance.  It  Is  also  understood 
that  the  men  employed  by  the  Grand 
Trunk  Paclflc  in  similar  work  will 
Join  In  the  demands.  TTnion  officials 
have  not  definitely  stated  tho  amount 
ef  the  increases  desired,  but  it  is  un- 
derstood that  the  demands  will  range 
from  6  to  10  cents  per  hour. 

Pastor  Oleomargartas — The  Winnipeg 
Board  of  Trade  has  passed  a  resolution 
urging  the  Dominion  Government  to 
remove  the  present  prohibition  on  the 
importation,  the  manufacture  and  the 
sale  of  oleomargarine.  Tt  was  argued 
that  Canada  was  practically  the  only 
country  In  the  world  to  prohibit  this 
food.  The  manufacture  of  oleomar- 
garine, which  usually  sold  from  10  to 
IS  cents  under  the  price  of  butter, 
should  help  the  dairy  industries,  since 
the  Ingredients  of  Its  composition  come 
principally  from  cattle  and  thereby  en- 
hance the  value  of  cattle.  As  a  food 
product  It  can  easily  be  controlled  by 
the  Pure  Food   Act.

Lanadowne 
Park,  Ottawa,  from  April  10  to  14.  in- 
clusive, and  it  la  expected  will  cover 
a  wider  and  more  practical  range  than 
any  of  the  three  preceding  aucceasful 
congresses  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Dominion  Good  Roads'  Association.

We  assure  you  that  your 
kindness  and  sympathy  will  be  always 
gratefully  remembered,  and  hope  that 
Mrs.  Gwynn  and  yourself  will  long  be 
spared  In  the  enjoyment  of  health  and 
good  fortune." 

Judgment  Xs  Bevereed—  At  Vancou- 
ver yesterday  the  judgment  in  the 
Block  W.  case  was  handed  down  by 
the  Court  or  Appeal.  This  waa  an  ap- 
peal corollary  to  the  arbitration  to  fix 
damages  for  expropriation  of  a  lane 
through  Block  W,  bounded  by  Pandora, 
Blanahard,  Johnson  and  Quadra  Street, 
initiated  some  years  ago  but  not  com- 
pleted. Mr.  Justice  Morrison  held 
that  If  the  city  wan  to  claim  the  ad- 
vantage which  the  opening  of  the  lane 
would  give  to  the  adjacent  property, 
credit  must  be  given  for  the  local  Im- 
provement assessment.  This  judgment 
is  reversed  and  now  the  city  will  be 
able  to  argue  in  favor  of  offsetting 
the  amount  of  compensation  by  this 
advantage,  without  jeopardising  the 
other   assessment. 

Dominion  Trust— Matters  lit  connec- 
tion with  tlto  Dominion  Trust  liquida- 
tion were  further  advanced  at  Van- 
couver before  Mr.  Justice  Murphy  when 
the  report  of  the  recent  meeting  of 
creditors,  containing  the  offer  of  the 
directors,  was  approved  by  his  lord- 
ship. Mr.  Justice  Murphy  gave  per- 
mission to  the  liquidator  to  sell  any 
lands  or  assets  of  the  company  that  he 
saw  fit  with  the  approval  of  the  In- 
spectors and  left  the  question  of  the 
liability  of  Mr.  F.  R.  Stewart  to  be 
settled  between  the  parties  in  the  shape 
of  a  bond  Indemnifying  Mr.  Stewart 
against  any  loss  in  regard  to  pre- 
ferred claims.  In  respect  to  counsel 
for  the  liquidator  in  the  appeal  in  the 
insurance  case  before  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil his  lordship  gave  leave  to  employ 
counsel  at  an  aggregate  cost  of  not 
more    than    $5,000.

MORE  INFORMATION 


Government  Presents  to  House 
Answers  to  Queries  Dealing 
With  Wide  Variety  of 
Matters, 


Authority  to  the  city  to  enter  into  an 
arrangement  with  water-right  owners 
which  would  be  binding  on  the  Councils 
of  the  next  five  yesrs  waa  asked  by  a 
deputation  of  Store  Street  owners  which 
waited  upon  the  Municipal  Committee 
of  the  Legislature,  yesterday  morning. 
The  deputation  waa  composed  of  Messrs. 
U.  M.  Fullerton,  Andrew  Gray.  F.  W. 
Jones.  H.  EL  Newton.  J.  K.  Wilson,  and 
John   F.  Dickson. 

After  hearing  the  representations  of 
the  deputation,  the  committee,  the  chair- 
man of  which  la  Mr.  George  Bell,  ad- 
vised the  deputation  to  seek  to  come  to 
some  arrangements  with  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  bring  back  a  definite  proposition. 

The  history  of  that  much  delayed 
work,  the  Rock  Bay  bridge,  was  again 
brought  to  the  fore,  Mr.  Fullerton  stat- 
ing that  the  lack  of  communication  from 
Store  Street  to  Victoria  West  and  the 
Rock  Bay  section  waa  having  a  disast- 
rous effect  upon  property  values  and 
the  business  on  those  streets  and  sec- 
tions of  the  city;  »He  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  of  the  $40,000  required  to  erect 
a  proper  swing  bridge  as  called  for  by 
the  Federal  authorities,  there  was  about 
110,000  available,  the  ratepayers  having 
refused  to  sanction  the  expenditure  of 
the  balance.  The  waterfront  owners,  he 
said,  would  now  waive  their  right  to  a 
swing  bridge  provided  their  rights  were 
preserved  and  that  at  the  end  of  five 
years  the  city  would  lnstal  the  swing 
■pan. 

The  lack  of  traffic  facilities  across 
the  bridge  and  the  increased  haulage 
charges  occasioned  by  the  longer  haul 
around  by  Government  Street,  were  re- 
ferred to  by  Mr.  Jones,  of  the  Produc- 
ers' Rock  Gravel  Company,  who  stated 
It  was  costing  that  company  over  $8,000 
a  year. 

Mr.  Andrew  Gray  declared  the  bridge 
had  been  there  for  forty  six  years,  and 
the  draw,  one  In  name  only,  had  never 
been  opened.  Mr.  R.  H.  Pooley,  M.  P. 
P.,  said  he  had  seen  it  opened  once. 

City  Solicitor  Hannington  pointed  out 
the  Council  could  not  bind  the  hands  of 
succeeding  Councils,  and  it  would  re- 
main for  the  committee  to  decide  wheth- 
er such  a  power  waa  sdviHable,  and  in 
any  event  there  should  be  a  definite 
proposition  before  the  committee  first. 

It  was  on  Dr.  Mcintosh's  suggestion 
that  the  parties  get  together  and  en- 
deavor to  bring  back  to  the  committee 
some  definite  arrangement  that  the 
committee   acted. 

Port  Coqnltlsm's  Trouble 
The  city  of  Port  Coqultlam  presented 
a  proposed  amendment  dealing  with  the 
validation  of  revised  assessment  rolls 
Irrespective  of  trifling  omissions  or 
Irregularities  In  their  preparation.  The 
act  says  that  all  taxable  property  must 
be  entered  on  the  roll,  but  that  city 
omitted  to.  Include  taxable  property  on 
which  exemptions  had  been  given,  and 
the  validity  of  *n 0,000  arrears  was  be- 
ing called  In  question.  Municipal  Ins- 
srector  Balrd  will   redraft  the  clause.. 

City  Solicitor  Hanington  presented  a 
number  of  amendments,  completing  prac- 
tically all  he  had  to  ask  on  behalf  of 
this  city.  Those  accepted  by  the 
committee  were:  Proposed  amendment 
that  a  municipality  can  be  plaintiff  In 
an  action  to  restrain  such  a  proposed 
nuisance  as  a  building  which  would  be 
contrary  to  building  by-laws  without 
having  to  appeal  to  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral. In  a  recent  Oak  Bay  case,  the 
courts  held  that  the  municipality  was 
powerless  to  prevent  the  erection  of  un- 
desirable buildings  by  getting  out  an  in- 
junction; that  In  such  cases  the  Attor-, 
ney-General  was  the  only  possible  plain- 
tiff. 

Victoria  has  a  possible  case  facing  it 
of  a  livery  stable  proposed  to  be  erected 
in   the  residential   district. 

Under  the  local  improvement  act, 
amendments  were  accepted  which  will 
provide  that  owners  appealing  from 
local  Improvement  assessments  must 
give  the  grounds  of  appeal  on  the  jus- 
tice In  the  case  of  general  assessment 
appeals,  that  the  municipality  must  be 
given  notice  of  the  grounds"  of  appeal, 
when  one  is  taken  from  the  court  of  re- 
vision to  the  courts;  that  assessment 
notices  on  local  Improvements  shall  be 
advertised  and  sent  out  one  month  be- 
fore the  court  sits,  instead' of  ten  days 
and  fifteen  days,  respectively,  ns  at 
present;  that  an  application  to  quash  a 
local  Improvement  assessment  by-law 
shall  be  the  final  remedy  of  an  owner, 
this  doing  away  with  the  present  pro- 
vision which  allows  a  man  to  go  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  even  after  he  has  failed 
In  an  application  to  quaeh  on  the  same 
grounds. 

An  amendment  to  the  Municipal  Act. 
which  the  committee  accepted  will  make 
it  compulsory  on  candidates  to  declare 
their  property  qualification.  At  present 
they  need  only  do  so  when  called  on, 
and  there  Is  a  Victoria  Instance  where 
an  alderman  (ex-Alderman  McNeill)  sat 
for  nine  months  without  ever  having 
the  necessary  qualification. 

Municipal  Inspector  Balrd  secured 
approval  for  an  amendment  to  the 
Draining  and  Dyking  sections  of  the 
Municipal  Act  to  meet  a  case  that  has 
arisen  In  Richmond.  The  act  Imposes 
the  duty  on  municipalities  of  taking 
care  of  works  once  they  are  Instituted 
at  the  exoense  of  the  lands  and  roads 
benefited,  but  owing  to 'changes  in  the 
act,  the  sections  do  not  now  bear  the 
same  numbers  as  formerly^  and  it 
leaves  this  matter  In  some  doubt  which 
Mr.  Baird's  amendment  will  remove. 

Mr.  Hannington  submitted  alterna- 
tive proposals  to  get  over  ah  interpre- 
tation by  Judge  Lempman  last  year  of 
what  the  act  means  when  It  says  that 
the  value  of  lands  shall  be  determined 
by  comparison  with  lands  "of  the  same 
class."  Mr.  Hannington'*  amendment 
would  make  the  comparison  regard  only 
the  relative  location  or  situation  of  the 
land  and  no  comparison  as  to  whether 
the  lands  were  business,  residential,  or 
seml-resldential.  The  committee  decid- 
ed to  leave  the  awkward  question  alone. 


Further  replies  to  queries  of  mem- 
bers for  information  were  filed  by  the 
government  In  the  legislature  yester- 
day afternoon  as  follows: 

Mr.  Jones  asked  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral   the    following    questions: — 

1.  Has  Mr.  T.  O.  Townley  been  ap- 
pointed District  Registrar  of  Titles  at 
New    Westminster?

Mr.  J.  8.  H.  Matson.  of  the  British 
Columbia  Hospitals  Commission,  has  re- 
turned home  after  completing  a  visit 
of  inspection  to  the  Balfour  sanitarium 
for  returned  soldiers.  He  was  accom- 
panied by  Commissioner  F.  W.  Peters, 
of  Vancouver;  Major  J.  8.  Harvey,  offi- 
cer In  command  of  military  hospitals 
and  sanitaria  in  British  Columbia;  and 
Mr.  A.  A.  Cox.  F.R.I.B.A..  advisory 
architect  to  the  commission.  Mr. 
Peters  very  kindly  placed  his  private 
car  at  the  disposal  of  the  party  while 
on  the  trip,  and  was  Indefatigable  in 
his  endeavors  to  make  all  the  arrange-* 
mentn  for  the  ten-day  trip  as  pleasant 
as   possible. 

The  Nelson  News  In  Its  issue  of  Fri- 
day last  had  a  lengthy  reference  to  the 
Inspection  visit.     It  says,  In  part: 

Mr.  Cox,  who  Is  regarded  as  on*  of 
the  foremost  architects  of  the  Province, 
has  given  lavishly  of  his  time  to  the 
designing  and  construction  of  additional 
buildings,  pavilions  and  workshops  for 
vocational  training,  as  well  as  many 
necessary  alterations  to  the  present 
buildings  operated  by  the  commission. 
He  1h  now  on  the  third  week  of  a  trip 
through  the  Province  and  put  in  a  busy 
clay  at  Balfour,  surveying  the  grounds 
and  taking  special  measurements  of 
various  portions  of  the  building  with  a 
view  to  the  immediate  carrying  out  of  a 
number  of  plans  for  the  efficiency  of 
the  institution. 

Building  Very  Suitable 

The  commissioner,  after  making  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  building 
and  its  surroundings,  voiced  his  entire 
approval  In  no  uncertain  terms.  "The 
building  is  nothing  short  of  a  godsend." 
he  declared.  "The  situation  is  Ideal 
and  the  grounds  ample  for  the  addition 
of  pavilions  to  accommodate  a  couple  of 
hundred  more  patients  than  the  build- 
ing itself  will  hold.  When  placed  In 
operation  there  will  be  no  better  Institu- 
tion of  Its  kind  in  Canada.  The  people 
of  Kootenay-Boundary  may  be  thankful 
and  proud  that  they  are  able  to  offer 
their  soldiers  such  a  sanitarium." 

He  started  upon  the  trip  prepared  to 
And  the  location  at  Balfour  less  suit- 
able for  the  purposes  of  the  commission 
than  that  of  the  sanitarium  at  Tran- 
qullle,  near  Kamloops,  but  declared  that 
In  no  respect  did  the  latter  place  com- 
pare with  Balfour  as  a  place  for  tuber- 
cular patients. 

In  referring  to  the  fear  that  had  been 
expressed  that  the  climate  would  not 
be  suitable  owing1' to  its  being  said  to 
be  lens  dry  than  nt  Kamloops,  he  quoted 
the  opinion  of  medical  men  that  the 
theory  that  climate  had  anything  to 
do  with  the  treatment  of  "T.B."  had 
long  since  been  exploded,  not  only  by 
the  researches,  of  science  but  also  by 
the  statistics  from  other  sanitaria.  He 
pointed  out  that  In  England,  according 
to  medical  opinion,  many-  of  the  most 
successful  results  had  been  obtained  In 
institutions  situated  close  to  the  sea 
and  on  the  sea  level,  where  damp  and 
fog  were  prevalent,  while  the  great  On- 
tarlon  sanitarium  nt  Oravenhurst  could 
by  no  means  be  said  to  have  a  dry  Io- 
cs tlon. 

Specialist    Testifies 

He  heferred  to  the  statement  made 
by  Dr.  E.  W.  Montgomery,  of  Winnipeg, 
upon  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Bal- 
four in  company  with  Mr.  Grant  Hall, 
vice-president  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company.  Dr.  Montgomery,  who 
bears  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
most  advanced  authorities  on  tubercu- 
losis in  America,  declared  that  no  more 
ideal  spot  than  Balfour  could  have  been 
hit  upon  for  the  care  of  patients  suf- 
fering from  tubercular  trouble,  giving 
the  opinion  that  nowhere  in  Canada 
could  be  found  such  a  splendid  admin- 
istration   building. 

Tribute  to  Olson 
The  physician  also  stated  that  in 
Captain  Olson,  the  Kootenay-  Bound- 
ary institution  had  been  supplied  with 
one  of  the  most  thoroughly  posted 
physicians  in  the  care  and  treatment, 
both  for  prevention  and  cure,  of  the 
"white  plague"  to  be  found  In  Canada 
and  one  toward  whom,  as  one  of  the 
younger  professional  men,  the  eyes  of 
the  medical  profession  turned  In  ex- 
pectation of  great  things  In  the  future. 
After  giving  the  subject  much  study 
and'  after  having  consulted  many  au- 
thorities, the  commissioner  declared 
that  the  successful  treatment  of  the 
disease  consisted  in  what  he  termed 
the  properly  and  .identically  balanced 
life.  Proper  food,  proper  exercise,  pro- 
per amusement,  proper  rest,  all  this  in 
cheerful     surroundings.

sloner  laid  great  stress  on  the  latter 
point,  stating  that  half  the  battle  was 
won  by  freeing  the  mind  of  the  patient 
of  all  care  or  brooding  worry.  In  this 
regard,  he  declared,  no  place  ooulde.be 
better  suited  than  Bairour,  with  Its 
spacious  building  and  exquisite  scenic 
surroundings. 

Improvements    Planned 

While  at  Balfour,  lie  consulted  at 
some  length  with  Mr.  V.  W.  Peters. 
Major  Harvey,  Capt.  Olson  and  Mr. 
Cox,  and  gave  orders  for  the  comple- 
tion of  certain  sanitary  work  already 
begun  and  the  carrying  out  a  number 
of  other  improvements.  Among  these 
will  be  the  construction  of.  a  water 
system  to  replace  the  present  equip- 
ment, which  Is  said  to  be  entirely  in- 
adequate for  fire  protection  and  Insuffi- 
cient to  provide  for  the  proposed  ad- 
ditional buildings.  It  is  proposed  to 
bring  water  to  the  buildings  from 
Bridalvell  falls,  a  distance  of  about 
two  and  one-half  miles,  and  frbm  an 
elevation  of  about  600  feet.  The  ex- 
cess pressure  will  be  relieved  by  means 
of  a  catch  basin  and  the  supply  con- 
ducted to  the  building  through  a  four- 
Inch  pipe,  which  will  be  burled,  to  pro- 
vent  any  chance  of  freeslng.  The  only 
water  supply  at  present  available  is 
from  a  well  on  the  grounds,  from 
which  the  water  Is  pumped  to  a  tank 
on   the   roof. 

Another  proposed  Improvement  is 
the  filling  in  of  the  wide  verandahs 
with  adjustable  glass,  by  this  means 
transforming  them  Into  sun  parlors 
and  outdoor  wards.  Measurements  for 
this  work  were  taken  by  Mr.  Cox  dur- 
ing  the  afternoon. 

Vocational   Training 

Vocational  training  being  one  of  the 
chief  features  of  the  proposed  treat- 
ment, workshops  will  he  constructed 
on  the  grounds,  where  those  able  to  do 
so  will  take  courses  In  a  wlde>  variety 
of  trades  by  which  they  may  tarn  an 
Independent  livelihood  upon  being  dis- 
charged. In  this  connection  the  com- 
missioner stated  that  this  branch  of 
the  work  played  a  most  Important  part 
in  the  restoration  to  health  of  the  men.

The  musio 
cannot  fall  to  be  understood  by  even 
those  who,  though  they  have  a  musical 
ear  and  taste,  may  have  little  technical 
musical  education, '  and  the  rendering 
of  the  great  work  by  the  local  artists, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Frank  J.

Suggesting  that  the  remarks  of  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  on  the  debate 
on  the  second  reading  of  the  Civil 
Service  Bill  had  been  intended  as  a 
warning  to  the  followers  of  the  late 
Government  that  the  policy  then  in 
effect  in  respect  of  the  appointments 
to  the  civil  service  was  still  to  b* 
that  of  the  present  Opposition.

H.  C  Hall,  fourth  member  for  Vic- 
toria, in  continuing  the  debate  yester- 
day afternoon  expressed  the  opinion 
that  such  announcement  would  put 
heart  Into  the  Conservative  followers 
and  induce  their  continued  support  of 
the  Conservative  cause  in  the  hope  that 
someday  they  might  get  reward  for 
their  attachment  to  that  party's  prin- 
ciples. 

Mr.  Hall  confessed  he  was  puzzled 
at  the  statement  of  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition  that  the  latter  Intended  to 
support  the  principle  of  the  bill  and 
then  had  proceeded  to  take  up  the  time 
of  the  House  with  his  criticisms.  He 
(Mr.  Hall)  remembered  when  the  Op- 
position leader  had  admonished  him 
for  wasting  the  time  of  the  Mouse  and 
he  could  only  conclude  that  the  hour 
and  a  half  during  which  the  leader  of 
the  Opposition  had  spoken  had  but  one 
object,  to  throw  heart  into  his  follow- 
ers. The  leader  of  the  Opposition  had 
sought  to  show  that  in  the  past  the 
conduct  of  the  civil  service  had  been 
proper  and  in  accord  with  the  best  In- 
terests of  the  Province.  It  was  notice 
to  the  faithful  that  the  old  system 
would  be  maintained  if  the  Opposition 
could  do  so  and,  in  view  of  the  forth- 
coming by-elections,  a  bid  for  their 
support,  an  appeal  to  keep  the  rank 
and  file   together. 

Mr.  Hall  ventured  the  opinion  that 
if  that  was  the  intent  of  the  Opposi- 
tion leader  the  latter  was  In  error  as 
to  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the 
Province.  The  passing  of  the  old  re- 
gime had  been  notice  from  the  people 
that  as  they  paid  the  bills  they  de- 
manded, efficiency  of  service.  There- 
fore, he  declared,  It  was  imperative 
that  the  efficiency  should  be  secured. 
He  declared  that  no  minister  would 
use  the  six  months  probation  period  to 
get  employees  of  his  own  political 
stripe  by  keeping  on  dismissing  candi- 
dates until  ho  got  the  man  he  favored, 
because  that  would  Involve  a  disor- 
ganization of  the  work  especially  at  a 
time  when  it  was  difficult  to  get  effi- 
cient workers. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Cowper,  Junior  member 
for  Vancouver,  moved.- the  adjournment 
of  the  debate.

Anderson,    Liberal    member     for    Kam- 
loops.     He  pointed  out  that  there  was 
but    one    large    irrigation   company    op- 
erating In  his  district  which  would  be 
affected    by    the    proposed    amendments 
but   in   that   district     was     the  largest 
area  under  crop.     The  reason  why    the 
bill    would    not    affect      the    Kamloops 
section  was  because  there  had  not  been 
experienced   the    effect     of     the   "those 
artists"    who    came    in    and    subdivided 
the   land    into     ten     and     twenty   acre 
blocks.       That    system    of    small    hold- 
ings   had    been    proof,    he    believed,     of 
the    absolute    disregard    of    the    econo- 
mics of  farming  as  shown  in   this  Pro- 
vince.     In    Ontario    fruit    farming     was 
carried   on    only  within    easy    reach    of 
transportation    facilities,      those    farm- 
ers  further   back   mixing   fruit   growing 
with    dairying,    and    those   still   further 
away      from      transportation       facilities 
went  in  for  mixed  farming.

whom  had  bought  at  tremendous  prices, 
to  a  most  unenviable  plight.  The  bill 
before  the  House  was  what  could  be 
termed  enabling  legislation.  It  would 
help  the  Government  to  save  a  most 
serioUB  situation  and  especially  assist 
the  man  on  the  land.  The  member  for 
South  Okanagan,  Mr.  Anderson  stated, 
had  repeated  the  opinions  of  those 
Tory  bibles,  The  Dally  Colonist  and 
The  Vernon  News,  to  tho  effect  that 
the  blH  was  of  a  confiscatory  nature. 
*VVould  he  say  that  it  was  not  the  first 
duty  of  the  Government  to  step  In  and 
protect  the  man  on  the  land?  The 
companies  were  of  the  nature  of  pub- 
lic utilities.  There  was  nothing  In  the 
bill  but  would  provide  reasonable  con- 
trol over  the  companies;  it  was  neces- 
sary to  leave  a  Certain  power  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Councll.  It  would  not  be  necessary  to 
bring  some  of  the  companies  under  the 
operation  of  the  bill,  while  it  was  im- 
perative that  supervision  should  be  had 
over  others  and  discretionary  power  in 
the  hands  of  the  Lleutenant-Governor- 
in-Council  was  advisable.  The  main 
feature  of  tho  bill  was  that  malntaln- 
ance  and  operation  should  be  a  first 
charge  against  the  lands  of  the  com- 
panies. Ttoe  security  »f  the  bond- 
holders would  thus  be  the  better  pro- 
tected. 

Weeded  Investigation 

Mr.  Anderson  admitted  that  the  mem- 
ber for  South  Okanagan  might  be  right 
in  suggesting  Government  ownership, 
but  he  should  have  explained  what  it 
would  mean.  No  such  step  should  be 
taken  until  after  the  fullest  Investiga- 
tion He  eulogised  the  work  of  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  In  what 
he  believed  was  a  most  difficult  sit- 
uation and  one  leaving  him  open  to 
severe  criticisms  of  land  owner*.

The  Dolly  Varden  Mines  Company's

Mr.  Pooley's  amendment  was  ap- 
proved, whereupon  Mr.  Jackson  moved 
an  amendment  In  the  shape  of  a  clause 
to  be  added  to  the  bill  providing  that 
the  Crown  might  at  any  time  take  over 
the  road  and  equipment  whether  upon 
agreed  terms  or  by  arbitration,  but  In 
fixing  the  value  only  the  actual  cost 
should  be  considered  and  no  compensa- 
tion or  good-will. 

Mr.  Bowser  raised  a  point  of  order, 
pointing  out  that  it  was  not  competent 
for  a  private  member  to  bring  in  an 
amendment  dealing  with  the  rights  of 
the  Crown,  that  such  must  be  intro- 
duced by  the  Minister. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  fully  agreed  with  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition,  a  fact  that  cre- 
ated some  amusement  among  the  mem- 
bers on  both  sides.

Two-Tear-Oldo  Barred 

TORONTO,  Aprfl  8. — Of  the  two-year- 
olds  that  had  started  In  races  prior  to 
Sunday  nothing' more  will  be  heard  un- 
til next  season,  unless  they  perform  at 
independent  tracks.  The  rule  disquali- 
fying from  competition  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  year  all  two-year-olds  that 
raced  prior  to  April  1  holds  good  with 
the  Canadian  Racing  Association,  the 
Jockey  Club  of  New  York,  and  the  Ken- 
tucky State  Racing  Commission,  de- 
barring until  next  season  all  the  young- 
sters that  took  part  In  the  Winter  meet- 
ings. The  rule  was  observed  also  at 
the  recent  meeting  at  Oaklawn  Park, 
Hot  Springs. 


"What  are  wo  going  to  do  for  fire 
protection  In  the  lower  wards?"  asked 
Councillor  Carey  at  tho  beanloh  Coun- 
cil meeting  last  evening  when  the 
question  of  protection  In  the  municipal- 
ity wee  being  discussed. 

"Something  must  be  dona  immediate- 
ly. I  was  the  unfortunate  one  this 
time  in  losing  my  homo  which  took 
me  years  to  build,  if  we  bad  any  fVe 
protection  I  am  sure  my  home  would 
have  been  partly  saved.  Unless  some- 
thing la  done  Immediately  I  will  atlr 
up  the  people  of  the  lower  wards  and 
demand  some  protection.  I  am  not 
asking  for  sympathy,  but  justice."  said 
Councillor^  Carey. 

Councillor  Dlggon  stated  that  the 
Council  sympathized  with  Mr.  Carey's 
misfortune.  He  doubted  if  Saanlch  did 
have  fire  protection  If  Mr.  Carey's  home 
could  have  been  saved.  Whatever  sys- 
tem was  installed  it  would  be  very  dif- 
ficult to  cover  the  lower  wards,  owing 
to  the  bad  condition  of  tho  roads.  If 
Saanich  did  have  a  first-class  tiro 
fighting  apparatus  would  the  people 
'stand  the  extra  taxation?  Whatever 
system  was  installed  there  would  be 
no  reduction  in  the  insuranco  rates. 
Councillor  Dlggon  suggested  organizing 
a  fire  prevention  campaign  and  in- 
structing every  person  of  tbo  danger 
and  the  precautions  to  take. 

Councillor  Carey  said  that  If  he  was 
away  from  home  who  would  have  taken 
his  five  young  children  from  upstairs? 
If  they  were  burnt  it  would  be  the 
fault  of  Saanish  for  not  providing  some 
kind  of  fire  protection,  lie  rang  up  tho 
fire  headquarters  and  asked  whether 
they  would  oomo  and  aasiat  In  putting 
out  the  fire  and   they  blankly  refused. 

"This  Is  one  of  the  most  difficult 
problems  that  we  have  come  across 
yet,"  said  Councillor  Dlggon,  "and  I 
think  it  will  be  some  time  before  It  Is 
solved,  by  tho  time  a  person  finds  a 
fire,  sends  in  an  alarm  and  the  en- 
gine* arrive,  the  house  would-  bo  com- 
pletely destroyed.  We  have  been  try- 
ing for  some  time  to  begin  negotia- 
tions with  the  city,  but  without  suc- 
cess. If  they  turn  us  down  again  we 
will  have  to  start  something  on  our 
own,  as  something  has  to  be  done  Im- 
mediately." 

Councillor  (Jarey  suggested  placing 
1,000  feet  of  hose  In  each  district.  If 
there  was  any  In  his  district  ho  waa 
sore  that  his  home  would  not  have 
been  burnt. 

Councillor  Henderson  thought  there 
should  be  something  done  Immediately. 
He  suggested  starting  a  volunteer  fire 
brigade.  This  was  the  way  Victoria 
first  started,  and  It  had  a  first  class 
apparatus  now. 

Councillor  Jones  pointed  out  .the  ex- 
pense of  hose  and  suggested  asking 
Victoria  If  an  extra  engine  could  be 
placed  in  the  Douglas  Street  hall,  which 
would  answer  all  calls  In  tho  lower 
districts. 

Difficulties   Of  Problem 

"Victoria  first  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  Saanich  for  fire  protection 
against  the  wish  of  the  fire  chief," 
stated  Reeve  Borden.  "The  chief  re- 
alizes the  difficulties,  long  distances, 
bad  roads  and  the  slowness  of  the 
alarms.  The  chemical  apparatus  Is  of 
little  use  after  the  fire  has  been 
started  for  any  length  of  time.  I  sug- 
gest we  start  a  volunteer  system  and 
year  by  year  Increase  the  size  until 
in  time  we  will  have  a  first  class  bri- 
gade. Our  only  trouble  Is  the  money 
and  whether  the  residents  will  stand 
for  an  Increase  in  taxation.  We  must 
make  a  start  Immediately." 

Councillors  Somers,  Tanner  and  Pym 
also  thought  that  something  should  be 
done  now. 

Tho  Council  passed  a  resolution  to 
ask  Victoria  what  could  be  arranged 
for  flro  protection  In  tho  lower  wards 
Immediately. 

Bad  Beads 

A  petition  was  received  from  the  mer- 
chants of  Victoria  asking  Saanich  to  re- 
pair all  roads  in  tlio  lower  wards,  as 
they  found  It  very  difficult  to  make  de- 
liveries. The  roads  were  in  a  bad  con- 
dition, and  vehicles  were  continually 
being  stuck. 

Councillor*  Dlggon  thought  that  the 
merchants  were  to  blame  for  the  condi- 
tion of  the  roads.  They  brought  heavy 
loads  and  tho  wheels  would  sink  deep, 
leaving  ruts. 

Councillor  Carey  found  that  the  roads 
In  the  lower  wards  were  in  a  bad  condi- 
tion. He  also  blamed  the  condition  of 
the  roads  on  the  Victoria  merchants. 
He  stated  that  they  came  with  their 
wagons  overloaded,  thus  tearing  up  the 
roads.  He  thought  that  the  merchants 
should  co-operate  with  Saanich  and  not 
carry  such  heavy  loads. 

The  Reeve  stated  that  a  supply  of 
sand  should  be  immediately  got,  so  that 
tho  roads  which  needed  repairing  could 
be  attended  to  Immediately. 

Councillor  Dlggon  suggested  having  a 
•and  bunker  In  the  centro  of  the'  muni- 
cipality,   where    sand    could    bo    distri- 


thought  that  the  roads  should  be  la  per- 
fect condition  by  the  Fall,  so  that  In  tho 
Winter  months  they  will  all  be  paasable. 

Reeve  Borden  followed  Mr.  Dlggon  • 
suggestion.,  ana  thought  a  send  bunker 
should  be  built  Immediately  and  the 
roads  looked  after,  so  that  by  next  Win- 
ter they  would  be  la  a  good  condition. 

It  was  decided  to  notify  the  petition- 
ers that  they  should  co-operate  with 
Saanich  in  having  good  roads  by  not 
carrying  such  heavy  loads,  and  Saanich 
would  do  all  It  could  aa  funds  permitted.

States  Steel  Corporation  todny  an- 
nounced an  Increase  of  about  ten  per

500.  Of  tho  employees  of  the  corpor- 
ation's various  subsidiaries  to  take  ef- 
fect May  1  next,  subject  to  equitable 
adjustment.  There  are  now  on  the 
pay  roll  of  the  Steel  Corporation  about 
250,000  employees,  fully  ninety  per 
cent  of  whom  will  benefit  by  the  in- 
creases. The  increase  announced  today 
will  add  $25,000,000  to  tho  Corpora- 
tion's  pay   roll,    It   was   stated. 


WOLVES  OF  THE  SEA 


Killer    Whales    Travel    In    Parks    and    Are 
Reported   to   Be   Very   Ferocious 


Tho  killer  whale  usually  travels  and 
hunts  in  "schools"  or  packs  or  from 
three  to  a  dozen  or  more  Individuals. 
Unlike  most  whales,  the  members  ot 
these  schools  do  not  travel  In  a  Btrag- 
gllng"T>arty,  but  swim  side  by  side,  their 
movements  as  regularly  timed  as  those 
of  sailors.  A  regularly  spaced  row  of  ad- 
vancing long  black  fins  swiftly  cutting 
the  undulating  surface  of  the  sea  pro- 
duces a  singular  sinister  effect.  The 
evil  impression  Is  well  Justified,  says 
The  National  Geographic  Magazine, 
since  killers  are  the  most  savage  and 
remorseless  of  whales.  The  Jaws  are 
armed  with  rows  of  effective  teeth,  with 
which  the  animals  attack  and  devour 
seals  and  porpoises,  and  even  destroy 
tome  of   the  larger  whales. 

Killers  are  like  giant  wolves  of  the 
sea,  and  their  ferocity  strikes  terror  to 
other  warm-blooded  inhabitants  of  the 
deep.  The  Eskimos  of  the  Alaskan  coast 
of  Bering  Sea  consider  killers  as  actual 
wolves  In  sea  form.  They  believe  that 
In  the  early  days,  when  the  world  was 
young  and  men  and  animals  could 
change  their  form  at  will,  land  wolves 
often  went  to  the  edge  of  the  shore  ice 
and  changed  to  killer  whales,  and  the 
killers  returned  to  the  edge  of  the  Ice 
and  came  out  as  wolvesi  to  go  raven- 
ing over  the  land.  Some  of  the  natives 
assure  us  that  event  today  certain 
wolves  and  killers  are  still  endowed 
with  this  power,  and.  on  account  of 
-their  malignant  character,  are  much 
feared   by  hunters.  ■* 

Killers  are  known  to  swallow  small 
seals  and  porpoises  entire  and  attack 
large  whales  by  tearing  away  their 
fleshy  lips  and  tongues.  When  attack- 
ing large  prey  they  work  in  packs,  with 
all  the  unity  and  fierceness  of  so  many 
wolves.

that  the  bill  uu  Introduced  save 
women  the  same  right  as  men  to  ait 
in  the  House.  He  thought  that  the 
Uovernment  press  should  have  been 
fair  enough  to  say  that  exactly  the 
same  provision  was  in  the  Bowser  wo- 
man suffrage  act  which  was  to  become 
law  as  a  result  of  the  referendum. 

Mr.  Bowser  expressed  his  pleasure 
at  the  fact  that  the  men  of  the  coun- 
try should  have  given  such  an  over- 
whelming majority  In  favor  of  women 
suffrage  and  paid  the  women  a  strong 
tribute  for  speeches  which  the  repre- 
sentatives of  their  cause  had  made  on 
platforms  from  which  he  had  spoken 
during  the  general  election.  "The  man- 
ner in  which  these  women  handled 
their  subject  would  have  done  credit 
to  any  public  man,"  he  said. 

Attorney-General  Macdonald,  Mr. 
Bowser  continued,  had  tried  to  intro- 
duce into  the  debate  a  little  of  Feder- 
al politics.  The  Attorney-General  had 
said  that  the  Federal  Government 
should  amend  Its  Franchise  Act  so  that 
women  in  the  provinces  where  they 
had  been  given  the  Provincial  fran- 
chise should  also  have  the  right  to 
vote   In    Dominion    elections. 

"I  entirely  agree  with  that  proposal, 
but  I  would  go  further,"  aaid  Mr. 
Bowser.  "I  believe  that  the  Borden 
Government  would  be  in  line  with 
modern  thought- not  only  if  it  gave  the 
Dominion  franchise  to  the  women  of 
this  and  other  provinces  where  they 
have  the  Provincial  vote,  but  If  it  pro- 
vided for  Dominion-wide  woman  suf- 
frage." 

"The  Attorney-General  also  attempt- 
ed in  his  small  way,"  the  leader  of 
the  Opposition  went  on  "to  suggest 
that  if  Premier  Borden  did  not  see  fit 
to  respond  to  his  demand  that  the  sole 
responsibility  would  rest  on  Mr.  Bor- 
den's shoulders.  I  think  we  may  be 
quite  awe  that  Sir  Robert  Borden  la 
quite  lit  to  bear  his  responsibility  '  in 
thin  connection  as  he  has  borne  It  no 
splendidly  in  the  many  grave  matters 
which  have  developed  slnoe  he  became 
Prime    Minister.",

In  Hon.  Mr.  Macdonald' s  speech  Mr. 
Bowser  saw  corrobation  of  the  sug- 
gestion which  had  been  thrown  out  by 
Mr.  E.  M.  Macdonald,  a  Federal  Liberal 
leader,  at  Vancouver  recently,   that  the 


'Attorney-General  "in  a  short  time 
would  be  translated  to  the  higher 
sphere  of  Federal  politics."  Evidently 
this  question  had  been  discussed  when 
the  Federal  Liberals .  were  In  this  Pro- 
vince   recently,    said    Mr.    Bowser. 

"There  is  r.o  doubt  but  that  word  was 
passed  to  the  faithful  that  there  woula 
be  a  wartime  election,  that  the  Liberals 
In  the  Federal  House  would  refuse  to 
consent  to  the  extension  of  the  term  of 
Parliament."  He  nuggetHed  that  with 
that  in  view  Attorney-General  Macdon- 
ald   was   playing   for    the   women's   vote. 

Mr.  Bowser  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  new  law  was  r.ot  in  the 
name  of  Premier  Brewster  but  of  the 
Attorney-General.  "Hitherto  I  have  no- 
ticed that  many  of  these  moral  reform 
measures  were  in  the  name  of  the  lead- 
er of  the  Government,  and  that  he  takes 
great  credit  for  them." 

Capt.  W.  H.  Hayward,  the  soldier 
members  from  Cowichan,  stated  that  he 
had  always  opposed  the  extension  of  the 
franchise  to  women  because  he  believed 
that  the  women  did  not  want  it.  He 
still  held  that  belief,  and  contended  that 
If  the  women  Instead  of  the  men  had 
voted  on  the  referendum  it  would  not 
have  passed.  He  could  not  understand 
why  the  Attorney-General,  Hon.  Mr. 
Macdonald,  had  attempted  <%o  make 
political  capital,  out  of  the  bill,  as  he 
did  r.ot  believe  that  the  women  cared 
tuppence  for  Liberal  or  Conservative. 
Possess    Initiative 

"I  believe  they  will  show  in  theli 
votes  the  same  Initiative  that  they  have 
shown  in  such  a  Hplendid  way  In  this 
war,  and  that  they  will  astonish  honor- 
able gentlemen  on  both  sides  of  this 
house.", 

Making  It  clear  that  he  had  changed 
his  opinions  on  the  woman  suffrage 
question,  and  that  he  proposed  to  vote 
for  the  Bill  now  before  the  House,  Capt. 
Hayward  proceeded  to  place  before  the 
Legislature  an  account  or  the  great 
work  which  the  women  of  the  Red  Cross 
and  other  patriotic  organisations  were 
doing  at  the  front,  glvir.g  it  as  his  rea- 
son for  changing  his  attitude  on  the 
question,  when  Speaker  Weart  cut  him 
off  with  the  ruling  that  he  was  out  of 
order. " 

Capt.  Hayward  stated  that  he  thought 
he  was  quite  In  order  in  explaining  why, 
on  the  question  before  the  House,  he  had 
seen  fit  to  change  his  views,  and  he  felt 
that  as  a  member  of  the  House  and 
one  who  had  come  into  close  touch  with 
that  great  work  he  could  be  given  a 
short  time  to  make  his  explanation. 

Mr.  Speaker  stuck  to  his  ruling  and 
Hie  member  for  Cowichan  resumed  his 
■eat.

STORY  OF 

JUTLAND  BATTLE 


Tb.  Talegraaf  publishes  a  statement 
by  a  deserter  from  tb.  tJerman  Navy, 
a  ana  man  of  the  first  elaas,  wbo  baa 
been  six  roars  In  tb.  Navy,  and  receiv- 
ed -the  Iron  Cross  after  tb.  Jutland 
battle. 

He  stated  that  In  the  Jutland  battle 
he  was  aboard  the  Lutxow.  wbieh  was 
sunk.  Over  1,000  were  saved  of  her 
crew,  which  totalled  1,000.  He  was 
taken  aboard  a  destroyer,  which  was 
sunk  five  minute*  later.  On  August  1* 
last  be  served  aboard  th.  Grosser  Kur- 
furst.  They  steamed  with  five  other 
vessels  Including  the  Markgraf,  Bay- 
era,  von  d*r  Tann,  and  Moltke,  as  far 
as  the  Kngllsh  coast,  with  the  intention 
of  bombarding  It,  but  a  Zeppelin  warned 
them  that  the  British  Fleet  was  ap- 
proaching and  they  quickly  returned. 
They  left  again  eight  days  later  with 
the  Markgraf  and  th.  Bayern  to  seek 
a  strayed  Zeppelin,  but  returned  home 
unsuccessful.  It  repeatedly  happened 
that  Zeppelins,  torpedo-boat-destroyers 
and  submarines  were  lost,  but  these 
losses  were  never  announced,  as  they 
occurred  so  often. 

He  was  last  aboard  the  new  battle- 
ship Baden,  30,000  to  35,000  tons.  She 
had  not  less  than  eight  guns  of  38cm. 
<1S  in.),  also  16  quick-firers  of  15  cm. 
(6  in.)  and  eight  8.8  cm.  (3.5  in.).  This 
ship  waa  not  yet  completely  finished. 
Her  official  trials  would  occur  shortly. 
She  would  definitely  begin  service  at 
the  beginning  of  March.  The  Baden 
steamed  only  25  miles;  the  Lutzow 
could  do  31.  The  new  vessel  Hlnden- 
burg  enters  active  service  simultane- 
ously with  the  Baden. 
600    XJ-Boats— 300    Ob    Active    Service. 

Submarines  are  built  and  repaired 
day  and  night  in  the  Boss,  Tecklen- 
burg  and  Urania  Dockyards.  Most  sub- 
marines require  thorough  examination 
on  their  return.  He  .estimated  that 
Germany  has  200  submarines  on  active 
service  out  of  a  total  of  600  subma- 
rines. He  deduced  this  from  their  num- 
bers. He  saw  "V  200  (Voss)  T  107 
(Tecklenburg),  and  U  203  (Urania). 
The  numbers  on  some  submarines  were 
so  inscribed  that  It  was  difficult  to  dls- 
tlngulsh  them  in  the  open  sea,  but  they 


were  clearly  visible  in  port.  Every  sub- 
marine was  certainly  numbered.  Service 
on  board  submarines  was  voluntary. 
Many  of  his  comrades  joined  the  sub- 
marines hoping  for  a  better  life  than 
on  board  big  vessels,  but  they  were 
bitterly,  disappointed. 

Generally  the  submarine  remains  out 
one  month,  after  which,  if  it  returns,  it 
remains  one  month  docked.  Most  «ea- 
men  leaving  with  a  submarine  did  not 
expect  to  return.  More  submarines  hud 
been  lost  than  one  dare  admit.  He  knew 
this  because  so  many  of  his  comrades 
never  returned.  Before  entering  a  sub- 
marine men  had  a  course  of  four  to  six 
weeks  at  the  submarine  school  at  Kiel. 
Thence  they  proceeded  to  U-boat  div- 
ision. Many  accidents  occur  even  dur- 
ing the  trials  of  new  U-boats.  It  hap- 
pens repeatedly  that  a  submarine  sub- 
merges for  ever  during  its  trials  in 
port. 

The  latest  submarines  are  50  metres 
long  (nearly  200  feet),  and  carry  three 
guns  of  8.8  cm.  (3.5  in.).  The  very  new- 
est have  one  15  cm.  (6  In.)  gun.  Sub- 
mergence is  now  very  quick — within 
one  minute.  Submarines  usually  travel 
above  water,  but  submerge  entirely  as 
soon  as  anything  is  in  sight.  The  perl- 
scope  closes  automatically.  After  sub- 
merging the  boat  only  comes  to  the 
surface  slowly  In  order  to  reconnoitre, 
but  It  is  very  difficult  to  observe 
through  the  periscope.  It  is  generally 
known  that  one  of  our  submarines  once 
torpedoed  a  German  ship.  The  matter 
however  was  kept  secret  as  much  as 
possible. 

This  German  sailor  said  he  deserted 
because  he  had  had  enough  of  It.  The 
food  for  the  last  six  months  had 
been  wretchedly  bad.  A  whole  meal  on 
Sundays  consisted  of  macaroni,  with 
plums. 

Lutxow  Sunk  by  the  Germans. 

Describing  the  sinking  of  the  Lutzow 
at  the  battle  of  Jutland,  he  said: 

"It  was  8  o'clock  in  the  evening.  We 
were  first  hit  by  a  torpedo  behind  the 
foremast  below  the  water-line.  The 
torpedo  penetrated  the  walls  and  ex- 
ploded within  the  ship,  killing  and 
wounding  a  great  number  of  men,  and 
destroying  the  food  store.  The  water- 
tight compartment  before  the  engine- 
room  held  good,  and  everything  was 
done  to  support  the  bulkhead  with  the 
object  of  preserving  the  ship.  Gradu- 
ally, however,  her  condition  became 
hopeless.  The  staff  left  the  vessel 
about  10  p.m.,  the  crew  remaining  on 
duty.  After  the  staff  had  been  trans- 
ferred to  a  torpedo-boat  the  Lutzow  re- 
ceived another  hit,  which  destroyed  the 
wireless  room  beneath  tbe  bridge.  Every 
one  within  was  killed.  Afterwards  the 
ship  received  four  serere  hits  from  15- 
inch  shells.  She  was  now  proceeding  at 
only  three  miles  an  hour.     ■ 

"At  3  o'clock  In  the  morning  the  ves- 
sel appeared  to  be  lost,  and  we  were 
ordered  to  leave  the  ship.  Four  torpedo 
boats  received  1,003  men  surviving  out 
of  1,600.  Three  hundred  wounded  re- 
mained .on  board,  whom  it  was  impos- 
sible to  remove.  Our  torpedo  boat  was 
not  100  yards  from  the  Lutzow  when 
it  was  attacked  by  five  English  de- 
stroyers and  two  small  cruisers.  Our 
vessel  was  torpedoed  and  quickly  sank. 
Three  other  German  torpedo  boats 
thereupon  took  us  over.  Some  time  af- 
terwards the  torpedo  boat  I  was  on  was 
hit  near  th.  engine  room.  An  order 
then  arrived  to  retire  from  further  op- 
erations by  developing  smoke.  A  heavy 
screen  of  smoke  hid  us  and  the  Lutzow 
from  the  English.  That  was  our  salva- 
tion. To  save  her  from  falling  Into 
English  hands  we  were  ordered  to  sink 
the  Lutzow  with  300  of  her  .own  wound- 
ed on  board.  This  order  was  executed. 
One  of  our  torpedo  boats  torpedoed  this 
great  German  ship,  which  quickly  sank, 
carrying  with  it  our  300  wounded  into 
the  depths.  The  English  then  left  us  in 
peace,  and  proceeded  in  the  direction 
where  the  Lutzow  had  sunk.  While 
they  were  vainly  seeking  the  ship  we 
escaped  and  steamed  at  full  power 
southwards  for  13  hours.  W.  were 
then  taken  over  by  the  small  cruiser 
Regensburg,  in  which  we  ateamed  for 
five  hours  before  our  return  at  midnight 
to  Wilhelmshavan. 

"It  la  remarkable  that  all  our  ships 
hit  in  the  Jutland  battle  were  hit  in 
the  forepart.  Many  ships  were  severe- 
ly damaged  while  proceeding  home- 
ward. All  the  badly  damaged  vessels 
have  now  been  repaired,  and  new  ships 
are  serving,  or  are  shortly  to  serve,  in 
the  Fleet.  Among  the  ships  are  the 
Baden.  Bayern.  and  Hlndenburg.  Short- 
ly also  there  will  be  a  new  K.mden.  while 
a  new  Karlsruhe  is  already  in  act  I  v. 
service.  An  Ersatz  Blucher  Is  on  th. 
stocks  in  Dantxig  Dockyard.  The  Der- 
ffllnger,  which  was  seriously  damaged 
In  the  Jutland  battle,  la  again  in  ser- 
vice. The  dockyards  ar.  now  exclusive- 
ly constructing  submarine*  Mid  larg. 
cruisers,  because  the  greatest  losses 
have  been  suffered  In  these  types." 

The  Telcgraaf  points  out  that  It  is 
unable  to  check  th.  accuracy  of  the 
foregoing    concerning    reinforcements.

Probably  the  boat  known  of  theoe  is 
the  Tannis.  which  was  origiaaliy  owned 
by  Mr.  John  Arbuttanot,  Of  this  city,  and 
by  him  presented  to  the  Rod  Crow 
Society  to  bo  raffled.  The  boat  was  won 
by  W.  IL  a al brail n.  a  cannery  man  from 
the  Skeena  River,  who  turned  the  little 
vessel  over  to  San  Francisco  parties  at 
a  neat  proilt  of  about  13,000. 

Tbe  Tannin  has  boon  resold  to  Captain 
James  Grlffltlis  at  a  slight  advance  over 
the  $3,000  paid  by  the  last  purchaser.

privato  beat  for  carrying;  blm  back  and 
forth  botwooa  his  residence  la  Seattle 
and  the  shipbuilding  plant  which  his 
firm  of  James  Griffiths  £  Sons  recently 
acquired  at  Eagle  Harbor.  Capt.  Grif- 
fiths Is  very  well  known  In  Victoria, 
The  Tannis  left  for  Seattle  oh  Sunday* 
last 

The  College  Widow,  a  vessel  sixty-live 
feet  In  length  with  fourteen-foot  beam, 
which  was  owned  by  tbe  Albernl  Trans- 
portation Company,  and  has  dene  con- 
siderable passenger  and  freight  bualaeas 
in  local  waters,  has  been  sold  to  the 
Nootka  Sound  Packing  Company,  of 
which  Mr.  W.  R.  Lord  is  the  manager. 
Mr.  A.  L.  Patton.  barrister,  of  Victoria, 
was  interested  in  tbe  boat,  which  is  of 
about  twenty-nix  tone.  She  will  be  al- 
tered and  used  for  fishing  in  connection 
with  the  new  cannery  just  built  on 
Nootka  Sound.  The  boat  was  built  by 
the  Htnton  Klectrlo  Company.  8he  Is 
a  gas  boat  with  two  thirty  horse-power 
extra  heavy  duty  Unloa  engines.  She 
will  leave  for  Nootka  Sound  ill  a  day  or 
two. 

Another  forty-footer  which  has  Just 
been  sold  by  Mr.  Hamilton,  who  owned 
tbe  boat  himself,  is  the  Kulpalous, 
powered  with  twenty  horse-power  heavy 
duty  Imperial  engines.  This  beat  has 
been  bold  to  the  Lumral  Bay  Packing 
Company,  at  a  price  said  to  be  in  the 
vicinity  of  13,000. 

As  was  recently  announced,  the 
Lumml  Bay  Packing  Company  is  build- 
ing two  canneries  on  Vancouver  Island, 
the  main  building  being  at  Nltinat  and 
the  other  close  to  that  place.  The  two 
are  to  cost  approximately  $100,000,  and 
the  company  also  announced  that  they 
would  build  or  acquire  Ave  tenders  and 
seine  boats.  The  company  acquired  the 
Kulpalous  for  this  service,  and  as  soon 
as  she  Is  fitted  up  she  will  leave  for  the 
West  Coast  to  form  one  of  tbe  cannery 
tender  fleet.

RIM  DRAFF 

IS  HAW  TODAY 


Party  of  52  Men  in  Charge  of 
Sub-Lieut.  D.  G,  Roberts  Is 
Bound  for  Halifax—Accord 
Made  in  Recruiting, 


The  biggest  R.  N.  C.  V.  R.  draft  sent 
East  since  the  war  began  will  leave 
Victoria  this  afternoon  in  charge  of 
Sub-Lieut,  D.  O.  Roberts,  it.  N.  C.  V.  R. 
It  consists  of.  six  R.  C.  N.  ratings  and 
forty-six  ratings  In  the  R.  N.  C.  V.  R. 
overseas  division  and  Pacific  subdivi- 
sion, most  of  them  being  in  the  later, 
making  fifty-two  all  told.  The  draft 
which  leaves  today  includes  many  re- 
cruits who  have  arrived  within  the 
past  two  months  and  have  been  trained 
at  Esquimau  and  who  are  now  going 
to  Halifax  to  take  up  their  duties  in 
the  patrol  service  along  the  Atlantic 
shores,  it  is  expected  that  they  will 
be  followed  shortly  by  another  draft 

During  the  past  three  months  a  re- 
cord for  recruiting  has  been  establish- 
ed, as  nearly  300  men  have  been  en- 
rolled in  the  R.  N,  C.  v.  R.  and  fitted 
up  for  service  at  the  Esquimau  Naval 
Station.  An  average  of  100  recruits  per 
month  is  not  a  bad  showing  and  it 
looks  now  as  though  the  young-  men 
from  the  Prairies  will  help  to  keep  up 
this  rate  as  they  are  still  coming  in 
regularly,  while  many  applications  for 
Atlantic  service  and  ratings  other  than 
seamen  are  being  received  here.

On  March  81.  the  Consolidated  Min- 
ing *  Smelting  Company  of  Canada, 
Ltd.,  eloeed  its  mines  in  Rossland 
camp  for  an  indefinite  period.  This  ac- 
tion is  understood  to  have  been  taken 
for  two  reasons.  Srst,  on  account  of 
the  uncertainty  of  an  adequate  supply 
of  coke  being  obtainable  from  the 
Crowsnest  district  of  Southeast 
Kootenay,  where  the  aareement  be- 
tween the  coal  mine  operators  and  tbe 
United  States  Workers  of  America, 
which  controls  the  miners  and  other 
employees  of  the  coal-mining  compan- 
ies operating  te  that  district  has  ex- 
pired, and  next  in  view  of  an  unexpect- 
ed concerted  demand  by  the  metallifer- 
ous miners  throughout  the  district  for 
an  advance  In  wages  of  fifty  cents  a 
day.  Practically  500  or  000  men  are 
affected  by  tbe  company's  action. 

In  copnectlon  with  the  uncertainty 
of  the  supply  of  coks  being  sufficient 
for  the  continued  operation  of  the 
company's  copper  blaat-fsirneees  st 
Trail  ,it  is  manifest  that  no  dependence 
can  at  present  be  placed  on  tbe  Crows- 
nest district  for  tbe  output  of  coke 
being  maintained,  for  news  was  receiv- 
ed In  Victoria  yesterday  to  the  effect 
that  at  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal 
Co.'s  colliery  at  Michel  the  miners  had 
stopped  work,  while  similar  action 
may  be  taken  any  day  by  those  employ- 
ed at  the  company's  Coal  Creek  col- 
liery. With  the  Michel  mines  and 
coke  ovens  idle,  tho  outlook  for  coks 
being  obtained  for  the  Trsll  blsat  fur- 
naces was  lees  favorable:  If  the  ovens 
at  Fernte  shall  also  be  allowed  to  be- 
come inoperative,  which  must  be  the 
result  If  the  miners  shall  suspsnd  work 
at  Coal  Creek,  whence  comes  the  slack 
for  burning  Into  coke  at  Fernie,  then 
the  chances  for  obtaining  coke  for 
Trail,  Orand  Forks;  Greenwood  and 
Northport  smelting  works  will  be  small 
indeed. 

In  regard  to  the  wages  Increase  ques- 
tion, if  the  temper  and  attitude  of  the 
miners  and  smelter  employees  are  cor- 
rectly indicated  by  a  "apeclal"  news 
dispatch  from  Trail  to  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Fsderatlonlst,  the  "official  paper 
of  the  B.  C.  Federation  of  Labor," 
printed  on  March  $0.  then  the  prob- 
abilities seem  te  be  that  the  big  mines 
In  Rossland  camp  will  not  soon  be  re- 
opened.    That   dispatch    follows: 

"TRAIL,  B.  Cm  March  M. — In  the 
territory  of  District  No.  6,  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  International  Union 
of  Mine,  Mill  and  Smelter  Workers,  Is 
located  the  corporation  known  as  the 
Consolidated  Mining  ft  8meitlng  Co. 
This  company  controls  the  greater  part 
of  the  operations  of  mining  and  smelt- 
ing ores  in  the  Kootenay  and  Boundary 
country,  and  all  of  Its  properties  are 
running  full  blast.  During  ths  last 
two  years  great  changes  have  taken 
place  In  Trail.  A  zinc  plant  has  been 
erected,  which  is  turning  out  about 
thirty  tons  of  refined  metal  every  24 
hours,  and  a  copper  refinery  has  been 
added  to  the  smslter,  which  was  found 
to  be  too  small.  The  manufacture  of 
acid,  which  is  necessary  in  the  reduc- 
tion process,  is  also  carried  on  at  the 
plant. 

Tjaioalsm  Met  Vavoxed 
"A  recent  statement  of  the  general 
manager  noted  that  $1,000,000  had  been 
expended  in  improving  the  plant,  and 
that  this  was  done  for  the  purpose  of 
turning  out  more  metal  products,  the 
demand  for  which  had  Increased,  with 
the  result  of  increased  prices.  In  mak- 
ing the  demands  from  the  management 
It  was  said  that  the  smelter  was  op- 
erated at  a  loss.  In  face  of  the  fact 
that  metam  had  gone  up  In  prices  of 
more  than  50  per  cent  This  company 
does  not  want  to  have  anythtng  to  do 
with  the  organisation  of  District  No.  6 
If  it  can  possibly  help  It,  but  the 
chances  of  winning  concessions  from 
this  corporation  were  never  more  fav- 
orable to  the  men  than  Just  now,  and 
the  district  is  taking  advantage  of  this 
opportunity. 

"The  shortage  of  labor  on  the  mar- 
ket, the  Intense  demand  for  metal 
goods  at  high  prices,  and  the  fact  that 
the  Consolidated  psys  lower  wsges 
than  any  other  company  In  British  Co- 
lumbia  for  the  same  kind  of  work. 
are  circumstances  that  are  of  benefit 
to  the  workers  in  this  part  of  the 
country.  As  a  result  of  the  activities 
of  the  district  organization  the  com- 
pany has  granted  a  raise  of  wages  to 
all  employees  of  25  cents  per  day. 
Strike  Vote  em  Wages 
"The  demands  of  the  men /are  60 
centa  per  day  Increase,  and  the  check- 
off system.  A  strike  vote  Is  being 
taken  by  the  men  on  the  enforcement 
of  these  demands.  The  sentiment  of 
the  men  is  to  fight  the  Issue  to  a  suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

«AB  a  result  of  the  construction 
work  being  about  finished,  a  number  of 
men  have  been  dlschergsd.  and  most 
of  them  have  left  for  other  fields  to 
peddle  their  labor  power. 

"Full  returns  of  the  strike  ballot  are 
expected  by  April  1.  It  Is  advised 
that  all  men  steer  clear  of  the  weak- 
lings of  the  Consolidated  ^until  more 
remuneration  for  labor  power  has  been 
arranged.  The  wages  paid  st  Green- 
wood and  Phoenix,  where  plants  are 
opersted  by  two  different  companies, 
are  about  76  cents  a  day  higher  than  is 
paid  in  Trail,  and  in  the  mines  at 
Rossland.  Klmberley  and  other  places 
controlled    by    the    Consolidated."

Slight  Display  of  Strength  at 
Opening  Followed  by  Reac- 
tion—Industrials and  Rails 
Generally  Weak. 


NEW  YORK,  April  3.— Operations  on 
the  stock  exchange  today  denoted  the 
mixed  feeling  and  bewilderment  of  pro- 
feaslonal  traders  arising  from  overnight 
development*.  Th*  President's  message 
to  Congress  caused  an  irregular  demon- 
stration of  strength  at  the  opening,  in- 
dustrials, however,  falling  to  respond  In 
mere  than  minor  degree.  Selling  for 
profits  materially  reduced  most  gaina 
before  the  end  of  the  first  hour,  but  ot 
noon  prices  recovered  moderately.      , 

The  entire  Hat,  with  a  few  unimport- 
ant exceptions,  fell  back  hi  the  last  half 
of  the  session,  the  reversal  being  simul- 
taneous with  the  failure  of  the  Senate 
to  take  action  on  the  war  resolution. 
The  only  marked  reflection  of  the  new 
stand  to  which  the  Government  la  com- 
mitted was  seen  In  the  stronger  tone 
of  International  war  bonds,  Anglo- 
French  6's  gaining  -Vi.  with  lVfc  for 
City  of  Parte  6's,  and  a  concurrent  hard- 
ening in  remittances  to  Paris.  Llres 
also   stiffened,   but   roubles   yielded. 

The  course  of  the  stock  market  was 
Indicated  by  the  movements  of  such 
leaders  as  U.  S.  Steel  and  otber  active 
Industrial*.  Steel  made  an  advance  of 
over  2  points,  to  118%,  In  the  first  half 
hour  on  buying  of  a  seemingly  substan- 
tial character,  but  fell  back  to  11 5 Vs. 
closing  at  116  4,  a  net  loss  of  %.  Beth- 
lehem Steel  and  other  munitions,  as  well 
aa  various  equipments  which  usually 
follow  in  the  train  of  war  shares,  were 
1  to  4  points  higher  at  their  best,  but 
these  lajpes  surrendered  for  the  most 
pert   to  pressure. 

Rails  suffered  additional  restraint  by 
reason  of  unfavorable  crop  reports  and 
earnings,  the  set-back  ranging  from  2 
to  4  points  In  the  coalers,  trunk  lines, 
and  grangers,  to  6  polnta  In  C.  P.  R. 
Shippings  were  less  reactionary,  with 
metals,  oils,  and  motors.  Ohio  Gas  and 
Wilson  Packing,  recent  strong  features, 
forfeited  from  2  to  almost  4  points. 

Total  sales  amounted  to  860,000 
shares. 

Domestic  bonds,  railways  and  indus- 
trials we.-e  irregular.  The  large  turn- 
over of  $6,700,000  (par  value)  resulted 
mainly  from  heavy  transactions  in  the 
foreign  group  of  bonds.

WINNIPEG  GRAIN  MARKET 

"W1NNIPEO.  April  3.— Snowe  bullish 
estimate  of  the  Winter  wheat  crop  got 
more  attention  as  the  session  of  the 
Grain  Exchange  here  drew  to  a  close 
today.  The  trade  at  the  end  of  the 
market  was  light,  with  scattered  buying 
by  the  floor  crowd  meeting  offerings  of 
profit-taking.  The  closing  quotations 
showed  good  gains  for  the  day,  with 
I  May  wheat  iip  %c,  July  2%c.  and  Oc- 
tober 2%c.  Oats  gained  l%c  In  May, 
114c  in  July,  and  IV4C  in  October.  Bar- 
ley was  %c  lower.  Flax  gained  l%o 
ii.  May  and  July.  All  the  markets 
closed  with  a  burst  of  buying  which 
took  prices  up  to  new  high  points.  The 
Belling  today  seemed  of  better  quality 
than  the  buying,  but  the  floor  crowd  ab- 
sorbed offerings  well  for  a  fair  advance. 
There  was  no  particular  demand  for 
cash  wheat  at  the  seaboard.  The  local 
cash  demand  was  excellent,  with  pre- 
miums from  unchanged  to  lc  better. 
Buyers  took  all  grades,  with  Mght  of- 
ferings the  feature  of  the  market.  Oata 
was  In  good  demand,  prices  being  from 
unchanged  to  14c  better.  Barley  was 
indifferent  and  flax  good.

It  Is  probable  that 
after  much  more  ore  ahall  have  been 
developed,  sufficient  to  assure  a  large 
enough  quantity  to  warrant  the  pro- 
vision of  concentration  facilities,  a  suit- 
able mill  will  be  put  in. 

•Uto  Smelting  Works 

In  the  raining  column  printed  in  Tbe 
Colonist  laat  Sunday  there  waa  included 
the  suggestion  of  a  layman  as  to  how, 
in  his  opinion,  it  would  be  practicable 
to  help  the  small  miner  dispose  of  his 
ore.  The  following  excerpts  from  Min- 
ing and  Scientific  Press  give  the  opin- 
ions of  an  experienced  technical  man: 

"Socialization  Is  finding  a  new  ex- 
pression. Proposals  for  the  creation  of 
State  smeltery  have  been  made  both  in 
Colorado  and  Arizona.  This  demand 
is  a  direct  outgrowth  of  the  abnormal 
conditions  produced  by  the  war.  Ship- 
ments of  ore  have  multiplied  enormous- 
ly; it  has  been  a  golden  era  for  the 
small  producer;  prospectors  by  the-  hun- 
dted  all  over  the  United  States  have 
been  able  to  take  out  ore  and  not  in- 
frequently to  make  modest  fortunes  In 
the  operation  of  mines  that  would  pos- 
ses- no  chance  of  being  persistently 
worked  with  metals  at  usual  pricea 
Equally  have  the  large  mines  been 
stimulated  to  extraordinary  production 
at  thia  period  when  a  single  ton  of  ore 
is  worth  as  much  as  two  or  three  tons 
In  ordinary  times.  Under  such  circum- 
stances, it  is  natural  that  the  custom 
smelter  should  be  overwhelmed.  To 
accept  and  pay  for  all  the  ore  that 
might  be  flung  at  them,  without  impos- 
ing some  restriction  would  soon  empty 
their  treasuries.  Even  if  they  could 
piovlde  the  capital  to  carry  such  large 
slocka  of  metal  until  finally  oold  in  the 
Eastern  market,  the  purchase  of  huge 
tonnages  on  war-inflated  quotations 
would  entail  an  element  of  risk  that  no 
intelligent  body  of  business-men  could 
be  expected   to  take. 

Proper  That  Miners  Should  Benefit 
"We  are  not  undertaking  to  argue  a 
case  for  the  smelters  against  their 
critics,  nor  to  whitewash  any  grimy 
reputations.  Wo  appreciate  the  natural 
■  Ii  sin-  of  the  miner  to  take  advantage 
of  prices  such  as  have  never  been  seen 
before  nor  are  likely  to  be  seen  again. 
It  Is  proper  and  right  that  he  should 
break  Into  this  brilliant  market  If  he 
can,  but  the  evident  difficulties  of  the 
situation  must  be  faced.  In  a  large 
sense  the  custom  smelters,  by  the  very 
magnitude  of  their  operations,  and  by 
virtue  of  the  necessary  functions  they 
perform  in  our  complex  economic  sys- 
tem, become  in  effect  public  servants. 
As  such  their  responsibility  to  the  pub- 
lic might  lay  them  open  to  legislation 
with  the  give  and  take  of  special  priv- 
ilege and  specific  obligation  looking  to 
co-operation  for  the  general  welfare, 
on  the  same  theory  as  common  carriers. 
This  might  be  more  equitable  than  to 
confront  them  with  a  system  of  State- 
controlled  competition  granting  that  It 
could  be  made  effective. 

Smeltery  Owners  Hot  to  Blame 
"The  smelters  certainly  should  not  be 
blamed  for  protecting  themselves  against 
mi:  unsaleable  accumulation  of  metals. 
The  Interest  In  the  capital  locked  up  In 
excessive  stocks  would  soon  absorb 
more  than  their  legitimate  smelting 
profit,  or  else  they  would  bo  compelled 
to  sell  In  quantities  that  would  depress 
the  market  and  precipitate  financial  dls- 
acter.  This  aspect  of  the  business  Is 
ao  plain  that  no  one  can  fail  to  see  the 
motives  that  have  led  to  restrictions 
uron  the  avalanche  of  ore  that  haa  been 
offered,  and  to  the  practice  of  discount- 
ing current  quotations  in  effecting  set- 
tlements. The  position  of  the  small 
ahtpper  im  equally  understandable  when 
he  caila  for  an  open  markot  and  full  pay 
for  his  output.  It  would  be  most  desir- 
able to  accompliah  It  if  possible,  but  It 
is  not  conceivable  that  8tate-owned  and 
operated  smelters  could  afford  the  re- 
lief expected. 

Condition*  to  Bo  Provided  Per 
"The  cost  of  a  modern  well-equipped 
plant  capable  of  competing  wltb  the 
old-established  operators  would  prove  a 
heavy  burden;  the  capital  necessary  ta 
carry  the  stocks  of  metals  until  they 
could  bo  sold  to  advantage  would 
amount  to  still  greater  sums.  The  risks 
due  to  changing  market  conditions 
would  almost  immediately  force  the 
adoption  of  measure*  similar  to  those 
now  employed  by  private  smelters,  In 
order  to  safeguard  the  State  treasury. 
Thus  tbo  State  would  find  itself  In  tbo 
end  compelled  to  deal  with  the  great 
metal-selling  organisations  In  .  order  to 
get  rid  of  Its  output.  There  Is  no  es- 
cape from  thand  controlling  lnflaonoos. 
Normal  competition  among  the  great  In- 
terests is  what  rules,  whether  tho  State 
ot  a  private  corporation  reduces  the 
metal  from  tho  era  No  state  could  fi- 
nance tho  horde  of  small  prod-core 
clamoring  for  aa  outlet  to  market.  It 
wculd  be  compelled,  sooner  or  later,'  to 
throw  the  burden  back  upon  tba  gbln- 
pera 


A  Bnrdea  Upoa  Taxpayers 
"Before  proceeding  toward  the  pro- 
vision of  State  institutions  as  a  remedy 
for  private  monopoly  in  smelting,  the 
risks  and  magnitude  of  the  burden  upon 
taxpayers  must  be  recognised  unflinch- 
ingly. It  must  be  considered,  also,  that 
erratic  and  uncertain  supplies  of  ore 
from  a  multitude  of  eourcea  greatly  in- 
crease the  difficulty  of  maintaining  ef- 
fective -molting  mixtures.  Keeping  a 
proper  balance  between  base  and  acid 
becomes  burdensome  and  costly  when  no 
lurye  dependable  resources  of  ore  hav- 
ing a  uniform  composition  are  available. 
The  operation  of  a  custom  smelter  re- 
lying  on  a  heterogeneous  collection  of  I 
small  shipments  must  necessarily  prove 
expensive,  so  that  it  would  be  Impos- 
sible to  offer  rates  attractive  to  those 
having  important  quantities  of  ore  to 
offer.  The  inevitable  graft  and  inef- 
ficiency that  creep  into  large  buainesa 
controlled  by  political  influences  shout 
another  warning. 

Oo-Operattre  Association  »ugg*st*d 
"It  is  possible  that  small  shippers 
might  find  the  way  to  market  by  form- 
ing associations  analogous  to  those  that 
have  been  found  helpful  In  marketing 
agricultural  products.  Through  a 
single  co-operative  agency  contracts 
could  then  be  made  for  the  delivery  of 
Important  quantities  of  ore  of  known 
average  composition.  This  would  re- 
lieve the  smelter  from  the  annoyance  of 
dealing  with  a  multitude  of  individuals, 
and  the  dependability  of  such  collective 
resources  would  make  them  attractive 
and  worthy  of  consideration  on  more  fa- 
vorable terms." 

Mixed  Ores  Not  Desirable 
The  foregoing  comment  is  that  6T 
one  in  frequent  communication  with 
mining  engineers  and  metallurgists,  and 
who  speaks  from  years  of  experience. 
It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  while 
the  layman,  whose  ideas  were  printed 
last  Sunday,  undoubtedly  has  his  heart 
in  the  right  place,  and  earnestly  desires 
to  help  the  prospector,  like  many  who 
have  recently  expressed  opinions  on  the 
subject  of  custom  smelters,  he  is  some- 
what out  of  his  depth. 


Wltb  a  view  to  reducing  tbe  high  oast 
of  living,  tbe  rederal  authorities  are 
issuing  bulletins  dealing  with  various 
phases  of  the  food  oituatlon.  The  lat- 
est bulletin  to  be  Issued  deals  with  the 
elimination  of  waste  In  tbe  handling  of 
oggs.      It  is  aa  folows: 

At  the  present  time,  when  our  every 
energy  and  effort  is  being  put  forward 
to  increase  the  production  of  food  pro- 
ducts and  make  Canada  more  than  ever 
before  a  large  factor  in  the  winning  of 
the  war;  one's  attention  naturally  turns 
to  the  food  stocks  available,  and  the 
waste  evidenced  in  their  handling.  With 
no  commodity  is  waste  so  apparent  as  It 
is  in  tho  handling  of  egg*. 

During  the  past  few  years  apocial  en- 
deavor has  been  made  to  bring  this  mat- 
ter to  the  attention  of  producera  and  the 
wholesale  trade.  Thia  appeal,  however, 
ia  addressed  more  particularly  to  retail- 
ers, many  of  whom  do  not  seem  to  rea- 
lise the  extreme  perishability  of  eggs. 

It  is  a  common  practice  at  this  season 
of  the  year  for  many  retiilera  to  adver- 
tise the  Increasing  egg  supply  and  the 
rapidly  falling  prices,  by  displaying 
piles  of  eggs  in  their  store  windows. 
The  eggs  thus  exposed  In  many  cases 
come  under  tbe  direct  rays  of  tho  sun, 
and  are  subjected  to  a  temperature  be- 
hind the  plate  glass  window  of  about 
100  degrees.  The  excessive  heat  result- 
ing causes  serious  deterioration  through 
evaporation,  accompanied  by  loss  of 
flavor.  Further,  at  this  time  of  the 
year,  a  large  percentage  of  the  eggs  i.v 
fertilised,  and  as  It  Is  common  knowl- 
edge that  a  temperature  of  70  degrees 
is  sufficient  to  start  tncupatlon,  the  pos- 
sibility of  serious  deterioration  will  bo 
readily  seen. 

Tt  Is  good  business  to  advertise,  but 
window  displays  of  eggs  defeat  the  aim 
of  tlie  attvertlser,  In  that  the  resulting 
deterioration  of  the  eggs  causes  dis- 
satisfaction among  consumers,  and  bo 
retards  consumption.  Eggs  should  be 
kept  in  the  cleanest,  coolest,  driest  place 
in  the  store,   removed  from  mustinees.

The  case  for  the  B.C.  Electric  Rail- 
way Company  was.  presented  to  the 
private  bills  committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture yesterday  morning  when  that  body 
resumed  Its  hearing  of  the  request  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver  for  an  amend- 
ment to  its  charter  to  give  It  tho  right 
to  manufacture  and  sell  power  for  light- 
ing and  power  purposes.  On  Monday 
the  City  presented  Its  side  of  the  argu- 
ment, and  yesterday  was  the  company's 
turn.  The  company  was  represented  by 
General  Manager  Kldd,  of  Vancouver; 
Mr.  A  T.  Go  ward,  Victoria  manager; 
Mr.  F.  J.  Btacpoole,  K.C..  and  Mr.  Laur- 
sen.  The  hearing  was  adjourned  until 
next  week,  when  the  representations  of 
the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  on  the 
same  matter  will  be  heard. 

Pointing  to  the  fact  that  the  clauses 
of  the  city  charter  restricting  the  City 
from  competing  with  the  B.C.  Electric 
Railway  Company  In  light  and  power, 
unless  the  City  first  bought  out  the 
company,  had  been  a  material  part  of 
the  security  the  bondholders  had  been 
given,  Mr.  Kidd  stated  that  such  pro- 
tection to  the  company  formed  a  very 
valuable  portion  of  its  assets.  He  de- 
clared there  was  no  truth  In  the  state- 
ment that  the  company  had  made  a  pro- 
fit of  eight  per  cent  for  the  past  twenty- 
two  years,  and  he  produced  a  statement 
In  support  of  that  contention.  He 
stated  that  In  1898  there  had  been  no 
dividend  on  the  deferred  and  preferred 
stock;  from  1899  to  1902  the  company 
had  paid  a  dividend  of  four  per  cent; 
In  1903,  Ave  per  cent;  1904  to  1908,  six 
per  cent;  1907,  seven  and  one-half  per 
cent;  1908  to  1914,  eight  per  cent;  and 
In  1910  and   1918  no  dividends  had  been 


paid. 

Company's   Bseerre 

He  stated  that  the  company's  reserve 
came  from  three  sources  and  termed  In- 
accurate the  statement  made  yesterday 
that  that  reserve  amounted  to  $10,000,- 
000.  The  reserve  came  first  from  the 
premium  of  from  10  to  15  per  cent  on 
the  stock  issued  In  times  when  the 
stock  was  more  valuable;  depreciation, 
which  was  figured  at  a  fixed  percentage 
on  the  plant,  and  a  small  proportion  of 
profit.  He  denied  the  statement  that 
there  had  been  waste  during  the  con- 
struction period,  claiming  the  company 
had  secured  the  best  engineers  possi- 
ble. But  were  that  contention  correct, 
it  would  only  mean  that  the  city  would 
get  the  advantage  of  such  waste  should 
an  arbitration  arise  because  of  the  city's 
desire  to  buy  out  the  company.  He

recognise  that  tho  coat  of  water  power 
in  British  Columbia  could  not  be  esti- 
mated by  any  engineer,  that  such  esti- 
mates were  generally  too  low.  It  was 
his  understanding  that  the  elty  water 
power  was  located  about  160  miles  from 
the  city  and  It  would  cost  tho  city  a 
great  deal  more  to  bow  build  transmis- 
sion lines  than  It  did  at  the  time  the 
company  built  Its  lines.  He  denied  that 
any  Industry  had  been  kept  out  of  Van- 
couver because  of  the  righ  rates  of 
power;  the  company's  rates  were  as  low 
or  lower  than  In  any  city  of  Canada  or 
on  this  Coast,  and  he  stated  that  a  rat* 
granted  to  the  Harbor  Commission  for 
the  False  Creek  Island  was  from  eight 
to  one  cent  per  K.W. 

At  the  request  of  the  committee  he 
agreed  to  file  a  comparative  table  of  power 
rates  In  effect  In  Vancouver  and  Winnipeg 
and    ether    dtles. 

Mo   mall—    Charge 

It  was  true,  Mr.  Kldd  stated,  that  the 
company's  rates  were  higher  than  thoae  in 
some  other  cities,  but  consideration  would 
show  that  the  differences  were  not  so  Im- 
portant. Winnipeg,  for  Instance,  had  a 
minimum  rate  of  three  cent*,  but  also  a 
minimum  charge  of  fifty  centa  per  month. 
The  B.  C.  E.  Company  had  no  minimum 
charge  and  In  Summer  many  of  Us  cus- 
tomers paid  as  low  as  Sfteen  oanta  per 
month.  He  stated  that  the  Company  pro- 
posed to  enforce  a  minimum  charge  be- 
ginning with  September  30  next  and  would 
then  give  a  material  reduction  In  rates. 
He  argued  that  It  was  not  proper  to  abro- 
gate the  rtghta  of  the  Company,  and  sug- 
gested that  the  Government  be  asked  to 
appoint  a  public  aervice  commlsalon  to 
thoroughly  Investigate  the  Company'a 
books  and  records,  place  a  valuation  on 
the  plant  and  if  necessary,   adjust   rates. 

Dr.  Mclntoah  auggested  that  the  Com- 
pany in  using-  the  clauses  In  the  city  char- 
ter establishing  ita  power  rights  and  mak- 
ing It  obligatory  on  the  city  to  buy  out 
the  Company  before  entering  the  field,  had 
made  misrepresentation  to  the  bond-hold- 
ers or,  as  ho  corrected  himself  and  said 
"Incomplete    representations," 

The  clauses,  Mr.  Kldd  maintained,  had 
been  regarded  as  security  upon  which  the 
bond    holders   could    rely. 

Chairman  Jackson  pointed  to  the  city's 
contention  that  the  arrangement  between 
the  B.  C.  Electric  Company  and  the  West- 
ern Canada  Power  Company  ^hereunder 
the  former  bought  from  15,000  to 
20,000  k.  w.  per  year  for  twenty  years, 
was  merely  a  scheme  to  tie  up  the  out- 
put of  the  other  concern  to  obviate  com- 
petition. 

Mr.  Kldd  admitted  there  was  a  certain 
area  wherein  the  Western  Canada  concern 
was  not  to  compete  with  the  B.  C.  B. 
Company,  but  he  stated  It  did  not  Include 
the  whole  area  of  the  city.  In  1911  the 
Company  made  extensive  additions  to  Ita 
plant  Involving  large  outlays  and  being 
completed  In  1914.  In  1913  It  was  produc- 
ing but  22,0O«  k.w.  In  addition  to  its  steam 
produced  power  and  the  output  was  not 
able  to  take  care  of  the  demand  and.  In 
consequence,  the  Company  had  been  forced 
to  enter  Into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Western  Canada  Power  Company  for  an 
additional  supply  to  ensure  power  sufficient 
for  Its  street  railway  operations  and 
power  salea  At  present  the  Company  had 
47,000  lew  from  its  Lake  Buntsen  plant 
but  the  city's  population  had  been  over- 
estimated and  today,  apart  from  the 
power  secured  from  the  Western  Canada 
Company  the  Company's  peak  load  was 
about    30,000    k.w. 

Chairman  Jackson  suggested  that  the 
Company,  In  making  that  agreement  with 
the  Western  Canada  Power  Company  was 
trying  to  "corrall  the  situation,"  but  thla 
Mr.    Kldd    emphatically    denied. 

Mr.  Kldd's  statement  that  at  a  recent 
conference  with  the  City  Council  he  had 
promised  a  reduction  In  the  lighting  rate 
if  the  Council  would  enact  effective  Jitney 
regulations,  brought  a  denial  from  Dr. 
Mcintosh,  who  declared  what  the  Company 
had  stated  was  that  If  the  Council  would 
put  in  force  Jitney  regulations  it  would 
see  what  could  be  done  relative  to  rate  re- 
duction. 

Alderman  Gale  stated  the  Company  had 
said  It  would  make  no  promise  but  would 
consider  one  If  the  Council  would  enact 
effective  Jitney  regulations. 
Jp  Mr.  P.  J.  Btacpoole,  K.  C.  representing 
the  Company,  pointed  to  the  fact  that  the 
city,  when  it  presented  Its  petition  for 
consolidation  and  amalgamation  of  ita 
charter  In  1900  had  made  no  effort  to  have 
the   clauses   of   1895   struck   out   or  altered.
